Dennis William Hauck, Professional 
Mathematician and Ufologist, holds 
important positions in many UFO organ¬ 
izations, including AFRO, GSW, IUFOR, 
MUFON, and NICAP. 



■ As many of you know, Russ A* 
Rueger is no longer editor. This change 
of personnel so soon after the departure 
of Bernie O'Connor may lead some to 
believe that the pressures of publishing 
are too much to bear! This in part is 
true, but both Bernie and Russ have 
returned to the professions they 
pursued before being caught up in the 
stream of ufology. This stream can 
become a torrential flood at times and 
sweep away the best of us if we're not 
careful. Anyone who has studied UFOs 
in depth can relate similiar anecdotes 
and is aware of what I am alluding to. 

As a professional ufologist, I have 
become accustomed to these "under¬ 
currents." Although iny formal train¬ 
ing is in mathematics, I have turned 
humanistic since becoming involved in 
the field of ufology. Indeed, it was 
while attending graduate .school at the 
University of Vienna (Austria) that I 
first became interested in UFO phen¬ 
omena. My motivation was provided by 
actually sighting a UFO while on a 
skiing holiday in Innsbruck! This 
sighting put me in contact with 
investigators from the International 
UFO Registry in Vienna, and 1 soon 
discovered that there was impressive 
evidence For the reality of UFOs. In 
short, I set about trying to solve what 
had become to me "the UFO prob¬ 
lem." This dedication to the UFO 
problem has taken me around the 
w'orld and has caused an involvement 
which makes me appear as a "Ferple 
Gonklin" of ufology. I became the 
North American Director of the 


International UFO Registry (IUFOR), 
a Field Investigator for the Aerial 
Phenomena Research Organization 
(AFRO), State Director for the Mutual 
UFO Network (MUFON), a member 
of the National Investigations Com¬ 
mittee on Aerial Phenomena (NICAP), 
and Mathematical Consultant to the 
Ground Saucer Watch (GSW), not to 
mention honorary membership in 
nearly a dozen international groups 
such as the British UFO Documenta¬ 
tion Center and the Ancient Astronaut 
Society. 

The question of where my loyalty lies 
always seems a little irrelevant, how¬ 
ever. My energies are committed to the 
field of ufology, to the solution of the 
UFO problem; my loyalties are to a 
public whose awareness of the UFO 
problem is, I believe, an important 
factor in its solution—no matter what 
pressures must be endured to get the 
information across. As editor of 
UFOLOGY, the Journal of UFO 
Research, and the MUFON UFO 
Journal, I have attempted to make 
people aware of the mountain of strong 
evidence in support of the UFO reality, 
of the courageous personalities in¬ 
volved in the search tor an answer to 
the UFO mystery, and also of our own 
government's attitude which can be 
described in only one word: asinine. 

As the new editor of Official UFO 
and Ancient Astronauts, I pledge to 
provide you with the best of investi¬ 
gative reporting. I will personally 
check sources and cooperate fully with 
any serious researcher. I will empha¬ 


size those cases which tend to throw 
new light on the theoretical aspects of 
ufology.

thus does James Oberg criticize a table 
of UFO sightings by astronauts which 
appears in Dr* J. Allen Hynck’s and 
Dr* Jacques Vallee’s book, The Edge 
of Reality, as reviewed in the October 
1976 issue of Official UFO, Yet, Mr. 
Oberg’s passion for accuracy is poorly 
demonstrated in this review of the work. 
As an associate of Dr. Hynek for the 
past four years, I would like to point 
out some of the gross inaccuracies in¬ 
herent in the article* 

1. Even the most cursory examin¬ 
ation of the book reveals its intended 
purpose—that of a transcribed “dinner* 
table” conversation between two old 
associates in the UFO Field* The intro¬ 
duction cautions on page xi that 
“this book is not a catalog of UFO 
cases*” but rather a general, casual 
view of the nature of the phenomenon* 
So, why is Mr* Oberg in search of a 
collection of specific UFO reports in 
The Edge of Reality Since that is his 
desire, he will no doubt be interested 
to learn of Dr* Hynek’s forthcoming 
analysis of the interesting cases in the 
Project Blue book files, a work as 
different from The Edge of Reality in 
nature as it is complementary* 

2* Mr, Oberg partially quotes Dr. 
Hynek 1 s reminder of Bernard Shaw’s 
statement that “all great ideas start 
as heresies*” If Mr* Oberg hadn't 
omitted Dr* Hynek’s constant qualific¬ 
ation—“of course, the converse is not 
necessarily true”—he needn’t have 
wasted two paragraphs of copy belab¬ 
oring an invented oversight* 

3* When Dr, Hynek portrays Phil 
Klass’ personal UFO philosophy as ex¬ 
plaining “everything as hoax or delus¬ 
ion,” why does Mr* Oberg get so excit¬ 
ed and claim misrepresentation? To 
quote from Mr, Klass’ book UFOs 
Explained (Random House* 1974), p. 
359: “If you watch long enough and 
carefully enough, in time you will see 
something whose appearance or be¬ 
haviour seems unusual and inexplic* 
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able* If you are willing to devote enough 
effort, you can probably find a pros¬ 
aic explanation..*Perhaps you will 
decide instead that you have seen a 
UFO, setting free your hopes and fan¬ 
tasies to imagine that you have been 
privileged to see a spaceship from a 
distant w r orld.**/’ Anyone who has 
actually read Mr* Klass’ book is well 
aw-are that it uses many examples to 
illustrate the basic assumption: UFOs 
are the product of misi den title ations 
and publicity seekers* 

4* Then, once again* there is this 
patent nonsense about Dr. Hynek only 
recently purchasing a filing cabinet 
for his files* Does it really have to 
be asserted that Dr. Hynek has twenty- 
six filing cabinets and has had them for 
at least the four years that I have 
known him? Clearly, this bit of utter 
ignorance has been adopted from the 
Ruhl-Randall article printed in the May 
1976 Official UFO, an article which 
Dr* Hynek found beneath his dignity 
to reply. 

5. However, the most incredible al¬ 
legation is Oberg’s claim that “Dr, 
Hynek’s group spent thousands of dol¬ 
lars sending him to New Guinea” to 
investigate the Father Gill case* May 
I point out that the Center for UFO 
Studies DID NOT EVEN EXIST at 
the time of Dr* Hynek’s visit (Sept¬ 
ember 1973). Dr* Hynek’s trip w-as to 
attend a meeting of the International 
Astronomical Union in Sydney, Aus* 
tralia! Port Moresby w'as only a con¬ 
venient side trip. 

6* I particularly enjoyed Mr* Oberg’s 
question: “What kind of research must 
be done to ‘prove’ the existence of 
UFOs from another world?” From an¬ 
other w r orld? How scientific! Dr* Hy¬ 
nek would and has never promoted 
such a preconceived notion about a 
phenomenon w'hose origin is totally 
unknown* 

7* It is alleged that the Center for 
UFO Studies is not fulfilling its role 
in disseminating public information. 
The best refutation of this claim is to 
cite the establishment of the Center’s 
sister publication, the International 
UFO Reporter, dealing in current 


UFO sightings and research. 

How can James Oberg take respons¬ 
ibility for such irresponsible claims and 
then cry about “sloppy research tech¬ 
niques?” It is apparent that James 
Oberg is less concerned with reviewing 
a book than with casting aspersions 
on the character of Dr* Hynek and the 
Center for UFO Studies. Anyone who 
truly understands Dr* Hynek and his 
career realizes that his strongest role 
in the field of ufology has been as its 
spokesman, its “statesman to the pub¬ 
lic.” No figure in this field has so 
successfully interfaced an awareness of 
the UFO problem w r ith the public at 
large* As the former associate director 
of the Smithsonian Astrophysics! Ob¬ 
servatory and directors of Lindheimer, 
Dearborn, Corralitos and McMillin 
Observatories, Dr* Hynek is surely 
aware of the administrative responsib¬ 
ilities involved in directing a truly 
scientific effort? 

The furtive efforts of low-profile, 
poorly supported civilian watch groups 
have yielded mediocre results at best 
and have not advanced that state of 
ufology beyond its present state of lim¬ 
bo in the past quarter century. The 
primary effort of the Center for UFO 
Studies in its two and a half years 
of existence has not been to merely 
hiimic this kind of approach but to 
seek the proper avenues of truly ap¬ 
propriate research funding necessary to 
elevate ufology to a peer position w T ith 
the establishment sciences* He has told 
me many times that if the Center could 
not conduct a full-scale, long-term 
scientific research effort, he w r ould 
rather have no Center at all* 

Objective, responsible review's of 
UFO books are always appreciated; 
this, unfortunately, was not one of them.

Moving from the meaningful to the 
mediocre, we have George Friedrich’s 
book U*F.O. or God (Carlton Press; 
53.95). This is 96 pages of cosmic 
twaddle by a self-anointed expert who 
“sees UFOs nearly every night. . . 
(and). . .had viewed innumerable huge 
alien crafts!" HogwashlThe book is 
merely a minor-league rehash of 
well-known speculations ascribing 
Ezekiel’s sightings, Jesus’ miracles, 
and other marvelous Biblical events, to 
visiting extraterrestrials. Several of the 
illustrations arc “chinese copies” of 
pictures in other UFO books; the 
others are primitive scrawls of dubious 
worth. In short, this is an abysmal 
book and 1 weep for the trees 
slaughtered to provide paper for it. 

As a writer and historian, Paris 
Flammonde has come a long way since 
his book The Age of Flying Saucers, 
70 


appeared in 1971. His new book, UFOs 
Exist! (G.P, Putnam’s Sons, NYC, 
1976; 406 pp* photos, appendices, 
bibliography, glossary and index; 
SI2.95), is a well done re-examination 
of a number of old major cases which 
many of us old hands have largely 
forgotteh and which many newcomers* 
agape at recent events in Pascagoula, 
Ohio, and Arizona (among other 
locations, and Flammonde does not 
neglect other recent sightings), are 
unaware of. 

Flammonde characterizes his book as 
“a stu dy of the origins of UFO, and the 
listing of their major' aspects, as they 
relate to the United States, most 
particularly in recent times, with a 
final focus on the mystery’s continua: 
tion up to the moment you read this,” 

His choice of sticking almost entirely 
to American reports was clearly 
dictated by two main considerations. 
One is the practical aspect—no one 
book can hope to adequately and/or 
accurately cover the UFO as a global 
phenomena. Secondly, Flammonde is 
a conspiracist. . .he is convinced that 
the USAF has served for years as a 
“front man” while the UFO scene and 
particularly the public relations aspect 
of it, has been deliberately manipu¬ 
lated by the “people who pull the 
national and international secret in¬ 
telligence strings,” 

In this he has, of course, been 
anticipated by such diverse persons as 
the late Dr. James McDonald, Pro¬ 
fessor David Jacobs, Donald Key hoe, 
the Lorenzens, and a host of others. 
But where the others, save possibly 
David Jacobs, were largely inferring 
interference by the CIA on the basis of 
one or two documents then extant, 
Flammonde, using more recently sur¬ 
faced material coupled with a more 
critical look at past events, makes a 
somewhat more convincing case for a 
pervasive secret intelligent operation 
covering nearly all the total life of the 
American UFO mystery. Moreover, 
he attempts to build a case for its 
continuation into the here and now. 

As you read him, - he is quite 


persuasive, but on reflection, his thesis 
seems not to hold together. Perhaps 
there is/was a massive conspiracy, but 
so m c h o w FI a m m on de can’t quitejee m 
to drag it onstage for his readers to 
clearly see it. 

On balance* though, UFOs Exist is a 
worthwhile addition to your bookshelf. 
And if you know a good newspaper¬ 
man, share it with him, , .you might 
start him towards a Pulitzer Prize! 

Evidence pointing towards a possible 
link between some sightings of UFOs 
and some reports of Big Hairy 
Monsters (BHMs), is contained in 
Bigfoot (Bantam, 1976; 171 pp, 
photos, 2 appendices; $1.75)byB. Ann 
Slate and Alan Berry, Ms, Slate is 
well-known to readers of paranormal 
events; here she teams with newsman 
Alan Berry, himself’ an eye-and 
ear-witness to some extremely spooky 
BHM activity in California’s Sierra 
Mountains. Several chapters deal 
specifically with the possible BHM/ 
UFO link, including UFO sighting 
reports from fire lookouts in Washing¬ 
ton’s Cascade Mountains, and some 
strange events in Western Pennsyl¬ 
vania, 

For a more conventional look at the 
topic, Peter Byrne’s The Search For 
Bigfoot is now out from Pocketbooks 
(the hardcover edition was reviewed 
here in our February 1976 issue). 
Byrne, a former big game hunter in 
Nepal, and a member of several 
“Abominable Snowman” search ex¬ 
peditions there, has spent six years 
fulltime in the Pacific northwest 
hunting for Bigfoot. While he has not 
seen any evidence of a link with UFOs, 
he has told me that Alan Berry “has 
some very peculiar sounds on tape.” 
Two bucks to Byrne at The Bigfoot 
Centre, P.O. Box 632, The Dalles, 
Oregon, 97058, will bring you an 
autographed copy of his book. 

Two Christians of fundamentalist 
persuasion give us the “demon theory” 
of UFO origins in UFO; What On 
Earth Is Happening (Bantam, NYC, 
1976; 175 pgs., chapter notes and.

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■Your editor was one of the featured 
speakers at the First National Symposi¬ 
um on Unidentified Flying Objects 
held in Mexico City on October t, 2 
and 3, 1976. The symposium attracted 
over 600 ufologists from Mexico, 
Central America, South America and 
Europe and was hosted by Guillermo 
Bravo, lawyer and editor of the 
Mexican UFO bulletin, Ovnis (that’s 
UFOs in Spanish). The reason for the 
Symposium was the sudden interest in 
Mexico and the Americas as part of the 
UFO phenomena. In fact, Pedro 
Ferriz, a Mexican T.V. personality, 
reported that the president- elect of 
Mexico was very* interested in setting 
up a Mexican Center for UFO Studies 
to study the phenomenon. Dr. J. Allen 
Hynek was to confer with Mexican 
authorities to set up an affiliated 
center for UFO studies in Mexico, and 
the general theme of the symposium 
was to set up guideposts for the 
operation of such a center. 

Many of the papers presented were 
of a highly theoretical nature. For 
instance: Dr. Armando Castillillejos 
presented a paper dealing with physical 
characteristics of movement in the 
fourth dimension: Ramon Thomassiny 
explained his theory of the solar origin 
of UFOs; engineer Marla del Socorro 
Perez told of recent successful experi¬ 
ments on the electronic levitation of 
metals being conducted at one of 
Mexico’s largest corporate research 
facilities. Other papers delt with the 
social aspects of extraterrestrial con¬ 
frontation and several contactces told 
of their experiences aboard UFOs 
(most notably Saida Ahuerma's trip to 
another planet!) The parapsycholpgi- 
eal aspect of UFO encounters was 
covered in depth by Prof. Santiago 
Garcia and Ariel Rosales. 

Some of the more interesting papers 
dealt with little-known aspects of 
Mexican ufology. Apparently, Mexico 
has its own “Bermuda Triangle” area 
in the middle of the desert, at the 
juncture of Chiauhua and Durango 
provinces. No communications equip¬ 
ment will operate in the area and 
numerous reports of strange aerial 
phenomena circulate among the nat¬ 
ives there. Also discussed was the 
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recent discovery of the “Nepohualzin- 
zm f ft a pre-H ispanicdevice used as a 
digital computer by the mysterious 
Totonacan culture. The design of the 
computer required a knowledge of 
mathematical matrix theory and uses 
various relationships from set theory, 
including the changing of a numerical 
system base from decimal to binary as 
is used in modern digital computers! 

In all, I was very* impressed with the 
First National Symposium on Unident¬ 
ified Flying Objects. Every participant 
took notes avidly, and the seating was 
arranged 1 so that everyone had a 
desk-top, with easy access to coffee and 
refreshments during the 10-hour ses¬ 
sions. All questions were written on a 
piece of paper and passed on to the 
speaker, who answered them after his 
presentation. As there are no UFO 
organizations in Mexico, there was no 
public relations work to be done and 
the participants concentrated on the 
problem at hand: UFOs. 

Speaking of UFO conferences, the 
Proceedings of the Seventh Annual 
UFO Symposium of the Mutual UFO 
Network held this year in Ann Arbor, 
Michigan is now- available for S5.00 
ppd. from: MUFON, 103 Oldtowne 
Rd., Seguin, Texas 78155.

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THE ELDER STATESMAN 
OF UFOLOGY: An Interview 
With J. Allen Hynek

■ Dr. Josef Allen Hynek is probably 
the nation’s foremost authority on 
UFOs. He didn’t start out that way, 
however. In fact, he got into ufology 
purely by accident. Back in the late 
1940s, when the Air Force w f as first 
getting involved in investigating the 
growing number of UFO reports, they 
wanted an astronomer as a consultant 
to explain a number of cases they felt 
would be in that domain. 

The Air Force’s UFO project was 
centered at Wright-Patterson Air Force 
Base in Dayton, Ohio. Hynek happen- 
ed to be working as director of Ohio 


State University’s McMillin Observ¬ 
atory, so he was the closest astron¬ 
omer available. 

He relished the opportunity to ex¬ 
plain away UFO sightings as misiden- 
tified astronomical phenomena. But 
as the years passed, he became dis¬ 
enchanted with the non-scientific at¬ 
titude of the military’s UFO project, 
and more and more impressed with 
hundreds of carefully documented re¬ 
ports by thousands of reputable wit¬ 
nesses. 

Hynek left his position as a con¬ 
sultant to the Air Force and surprised 


lots of UFO buffs, who labeled him as 
one of their chief adversaries, with the 
pronouncement that there was indeed 
something authentic about the enigma. 
In 1972, Hynek authored The UFO 
Experience (Henry Regnery & Co., 
Chicago), generally regarded as one 
of the best primers on the subject avail¬ 
able anywhere. In February, 1976, a 
new book was. released. The Edge Of 
Reality (also published by Regnery), 
'co-authored by Hynek and NASA 
scientist Jacques Vallee (himself the 
author of three previous UFO books). 
In this new work, Hynek confirms 






the growing suspicion of many UFO in¬ 
vestigators that the phenomenon is a 
whole lot more complex than is gen¬ 
erally believed. 

Dr. Hynek is presently a professor 
of astronomy at Northwestern Univer¬ 
sity in Evanston, Illinois. He is also 
director of the Center for UFO Studies, 
a loosely-knit federation of scientists 
in many fields which serves as a 
clearing house for UFO information. 

The following interview not only 
deals with the subject matter of the 
new book, but gives a fascinating in- 
sight, I think, into the man who has 
become ufology's most respected 
advocate. 

GENE STEINBERG: Dr, Hynek, I gather 
you have been more of a college pro¬ 
fessor than a personality, and more of 
a teacher than somebody who is in the 
public eye because of your connection 
with UFO investigation. How docs it 
feel to be considered, at this point in 
your life, as somewhat of a celebrity? 
DR, J. ALLEN HYNEK; Well, it’s 
rather disturbing in a way, because I 
got into the UFO thing sort of through 
a little bit like an innocent bystander 
who got shot. I got into it because I was 
an astronomer, not in spite of it. You 
mentioned that I am basically a pro¬ 
fessor and a teacher, and I was most 
pleased recently when the "David Suss- 
kind Show” came to me to tell me 
they had picked five professors around 
the country who are, as they put it, 
spellbinders, and who have great de¬ 
mand for their classes, I won’t give 
the names, but will name the univer¬ 
sities—Stanford, Yale, N.Y.U. 

and Northwestern—and I'm the one 
from Northwestern. 

So it means a great deal to me be¬ 
cause it balances this UFO effect, as 
you sort of indicated. I don't want to 
be known entirely as "that UFO man." 
I'm very pleased that my work as a 
teacher is so nicely recognized. 
STEINBERG: Let's go into that a lit¬ 
tle bit. In your class, and obviously the 
subjects you deal with are not neces¬ 
sarily UFOs, you are asked about UFOs. 
HYNEK;Well, the class that I'm ap¬ 
parently being given recognition for is 
called "Highlights of Astronomy,” and 
what I have felt is that the universe 
is so exciting that it shouldn't be left 
to the professional astronomers any 
more than music should be left to 
professional musicians. Now the univ¬ 
erse is there for all of us to apprec¬ 
iate, and 1 must say, as a matter of 
record, that the course is in great de¬ 
mand. It's always over-subscribed and 


there's always a waiting list for it. And, 
yes, the topic of UFOs comes up. 

I give about two lectures in the whole 
quarter on that, but the interests of 
the students are, actually, more in 
quasars, pulsars, black holes, infrared 
background radiation, interstellar 
molecules—there's more that's happen¬ 
ed in astronomy in the last decade than 
I think in any other science. It's fan¬ 
tastic the explosions that have occurred 
in astronomy, and this grabs the stu¬ 
dent's attention. 

, So you don't have to be a terribly 
good teacher to excite interest in 
astronomy, because the subject is so 
interesting. 

STEINBERG: How about your family? 
What does your family think about 
your becoming the UFO authority, or 
one of the major UFO authorities, in 
the nation? 

HYNEK: Well, they've learned to live 
with it, I guess. Sometimes I've al¬ 
most been driven to have an unlisted 
number, but I've resisted that because, 
first of all, I think that many people 
take an unlisted number as a status 
symbol, and futhermore, I want to be 
aroused at three in the morning if it's 
really necessary to be aroused at three 
in the morning. I .resent sometimes 
somebody mistaking Venus for some¬ 
thing and calling me up at five in the 
morning, but that's part of the game. 
STEINBERG: How about your chil¬ 
dren? What do they think about their 
father becoming this kind of a person 
after all these years? 

HYNEK: There's been no adverse 
affect, I guess maybe they take a little 
kidding, 'but mostly I think they're 
rather proud of the'fact. They've got¬ 
ten so used to seeing me on television, 
the local talk shows and things like 
that, that they hardly bother tuning in. 
It's just a matter of course, "Oh 
dad's on the TV again.” 

STEINBERG: Do you ever watch your¬ 
self, because I imagine most of these 
shows are £aped anyway? 

HYNEK: I think it's only human to 
watch. I mean I'd be a Bar if I said 
1 didn't take an interest in seeing how 
1 looked, especially if it was a major 
program. Then I definitely want to 
see how it went across, 

STEINBERG: Do you plan at all to 
retire from your regular teaching duties 
and go full time into UFO investigation? 

HYNEK: Very definitely. The Center 
for UFO Studies is taking more and 
more of my time, I recently resigned 
my job as chairman of the Depart¬ 


ment of Astronomy so that I could 
devote more timer I'm still professor 
of astronomy at Northwestern, but my 
retirement is mandatory in little more 
than three years, at which time I do 
not expect to be let out to pasture, 
but I'm going to go full blast into 
UFO work. 

^STEINBERG: Let's talk about your 
new book, The Edge of Reality,which 
I understand you coauthored with 
Jacques Vallee. Can you give us a 
summary of what kind of approach 
this book is going to take? 

HYNEK: Well, first of all the format 
is somewhat different. It was based, 
basically on conversations we had in 
Jacques' home in California, along with 
Dr, Arthur C, Hastings. He acted as 
sort of an interlocutor, and we just 
sat down in shirtsleeves in a very re¬ 
laxed atmosphere and brought up var¬ 
ious puzzling questions regards the 
UFO problem. There were no holds 
barred and we just battled it around. 

And out of about two days of tap¬ 
ing we were able to bring it all to¬ 
gether in a fairly coherent form with¬ 
out sacrificing the informal nature of 
the discussion—even some idioms and 
breaks in conversation are included. 

We're recognizing that the problem 
of the UFOs is definitely more complex 
than was first imagined. Both Jacques 
and I feel that the naive approach is 
to say that UFOs are nuts and bolts 
hardware from outer space. Any cul¬ 
ture is likely to interpret a new phen¬ 
omenon in terms of their own techn- 
nology. And we've gone to the moon, 
and the space age has dawned and it's 
only natural for us to think that “Ah, 
that's what UFOs are.” But a thousand 
years ago, UFOs would have been in¬ 
terpreted quite differently, you see. 

So, I think the problem is much 
more complex, that there certainly is 
a psychic aspect to it, and certainly, 
whatever the UFOs are, they represent 
some sort of intelligence. Whether they 
are from distant places, whether they 
are much closer to us or whether they 
are some product, actually, of our own 
intelligence in some strange poltergeist 
way, we honestly don't know, 

AH that Jacques and I maintain is 
that the problem is a real one, and any 
attempt to dismiss it as simply non¬ 
sense is itself nonsense. 

STEINBERG; Obviously you're ex¬ 
pressing a viewpoint that is contrary 
to the traditionalist viewpoint voiced, 

I guess, by organizations such as

UFO encounters be “mind 
trips?” What effect does our 
mental attitude have on our en¬ 
vironment? is our “collective un¬ 
conscious” the source of UFOs, 
as Carl Jung believed? These are 
only a few of the questions 
brought up by this fascinating 
treatise on the physical effects of 
our state of mind. 


■ On a clear, quiet night, retreat to the 
nearest stretch of open country. Seat 
yourself on a hill or pleasant clearing 
and gaze up into the heavens. Note the 
multitudinous stars—like celestial 
jewels strewn across the cosmic ex¬ 
panse. 

Now, momentarily release your 
mind of all preconceived ideas and 
earth-bound anxieties; open it up to a 
broader perspective by simply meditat¬ 
ing with childlike fascination upon the 
awesome vastness above you.

Consider. . . Our solar system is but 
a tiny speck near the edge of the 
immense "Milky Way” galaxy—com¬ 
parable to a few grains of sand on a 
beach. There are over 100 million stars 
in our galaxy alone. Although these 
stars appear close together to our eyes, 
the distances between them are stag¬ 
gering. If we traveled at the speed of 
light, some of our very nearest star 
neighbors would take lifetimes to reach 
physically. Yet the Milky Way—-as 
unbelievably vast as it is—is only one of 
almost countless other galaxies (some 
of them spiraling over expanses of 
space so great that the human mind 
can hardly grasp it all). But this is just 
the beginning! 

Beyond all this lie still other wonders 
in abundance, waiting to be un¬ 
ravelled: mind-boggling phenomena 
such as quasars beaming out their 
powerful, radiant energy; large multi¬ 
colored clouds of cosmic gases, varied 
in size and intensity; nebula, fiery 
comets making their cyclic rounds 
through the celestial realm; eerie 
14 black holes”—just to name a few. 


This is not the limit of our physical 
universe by far! {Some scientists once 
claimed we came close to discovering 
its "fringes.”) Our puny exploration 
could be just starting and rather than 
be dogmatic like Columbus 1 critics, 
who feared he would reach the world’s 
edge, let’s keep an open mind. The 
universe is a large place, just as the 
mind and imagination are. 

Based on the perception of great 
minds as well as traditional religious 
concepts and legends common to all 
cultures and races, we will now organize 
an occult hypotheis. This will be the 
essence of experiment number three. 

If the universe as we know it does 
have a limit (as it may according to 
Einstein’s theories as well as the 
Genesis cosmology), where do we go 
from there? Why not look into the 
possibility of parallel universes of 
different e lectromagnetic/gravitation¬ 
al fields or atomic density which exist 
beyond or interpenetrate our own 
spacc/time continuum. As "far out” as 
it seems,the idea certainly is not new! 
From ancient philosophers and pro¬ 
phets to medieval saints and occult¬ 
ists, and until our own scientific 
visionaries and seers, we are told that 
other dimensions of life do exist.

Oberg: Mr, Klass, you have been 
accused of dismissing all UFO cases as 
“delusions or hoaxes/ 1 What is your 
evaluation of the Travis Walton case, a 
well documented “UFO abduction 11 
which was witnessed by six people and 
which was selected by the National 
Enquirer UFO panel as the best case 
of 1975? 

Klass: 1 believe that the alleged “UFO 
abduction 1 ’ of Travis Walton on 
November 5, 1975, in the Apache- 
Sitgreaves National Forest, Arizona, is 
a hoax. The claims of six other young 
wood-cutters that they saw the alleged 
incident are not true, 

Oberg: But a series of polygraph tests 
were given to all the witnesses, 
in eluding Walton on February 7,1976. 
These lie detector examinations 
gave positive proof of the truthfulness 
of what the young men said, didn’t 
they? 

Klass: The very best test, given by the 
most skilled examiner, cannot provide 
such "positive proof. 11 If it could, 
polygraph tests could be used to 
eliminate long, costly trials and 
lawsuits. Concerning the Walton poly¬ 
graph tests, there are additional facts: 
what the public has not been told is 
that Travis Walton took his First 
lie detector test on November 15, 1975, 
a few days after the reported incident. 
He flunked it. This evidence has been 
IS 


withheld from the general public, if I 
believed that a polygraph test ad¬ 
ministered by a very experienced 
examiner could provide "positive 
proof," i would have ended my 
investigations of this incident when I 
First learned that the November 15, 
1975 test resulted in the conclusion of 
the examiner that Walton was engaged 
in "gross deception." 

Oberg: Are you saying that Walton 
failed a polygraph exam whose results 
have been covered up by the UFO 
investigators? 

Klass: Yes, These facts were deliber¬ 
ately withheld to make the case look 
better. 

Oberg: Tell me more about this secret 
polygraph test. 

Klass: This first lie detector test was 
given in the Sheraton Hotel in 
Scottsdale on the afternoon of Novem¬ 
ber 15. Arrangements for the test 
were made by Mr, L,J. Lorenzen, 
APRO's International Director. The 
tests were paid for by the National 
Enquirer, The test was given by John J. 
McCarthy, who has been practicing for 
nearly twenty years. McCarthy report¬ 
ed his findings of "gross deception 11 to 
the National Enquirer and to Dr. 
James A, Harder, APRG's Director of 
Research. McCarthy was instructed 
not to reveal that he had tested Travis 
Walton. 


Oberg: This is a serious accusation. It 
makes a dramatic story, but what proof 
do you have? Why did McCarthy break 
his agreement of silence? 

Klass: There is hard physical evi¬ 
dence, which I have personally ex¬ 
amined, to show that McCarthy did 
test Travis Walton on November 15, 
1975. and that Walton failed the 
examination. This includes a poly¬ 
graph examination statement of con¬ 
sent, dated November, and signed 
by Travis Walton, a copy of Mc¬ 
Carthy's written report to the National 
Enquirer stating his conclusions that 
the UFO incident is a hoax, and a 
National Enquirer payment voucher 
receipt payable to McCarthy's com¬ 
pany for the test. As to why McCarthy 
chose not to remain silent when claims 
were later made that polygraph exami¬ 
nations had certified the authenticity 
of the incident, do you prefer that these 
facts not have come out? 

Oberg: But Walton would have been 
under severe strain and tension only a 
few 1 days after his experience. Could 
he have been in no condition for a test? 
Couldn't this account for the so-called 
"failure" of the examination? 

Klass: An experienced polygraph op¬ 
erator should be able to tell the 
difference between general anxiety and 
anxiety induced by lying. Besides, the

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A young Minnesota man’s UFO 
photographs proved to be un¬ 
wanted by everyone except the 
occupants of the objects he 
photographed! 


■ Many writers, researchers and UFO 
debiinkers are suspicious of any 
picture of a UFO that has been heki 
by the owner for days or weeks before 
being made public, One man has said 
that the witness 1 credibility is improved 
if he submits the Film prior to 
processing it, “A hoaxer will develop it 
first to make sure that there is an image 
on the film/ 1 Some believe that the 
longer a witness holds a picture, the 
more likely that it has been faked. 
That, of course, is not necessarily 
true. There are cases where the 
witnesses sat on authentic pictures for 
years before releasing them. The 
reasons vary from a tear of ridicule, a 
fear of being called a liar to the attitude 
of the general public toward anyone 
who sees a UFO, even when he can 
produce witnesses or physical evidence. 
But the biggest reason some witnesses 
have not revealed the existence of their 
photographs is because they didn't 
know where to send them or know who 
is still interested in UFO's, 

In the last three months, I have been 
told by two witnesses in separate cases 
that they didn't know what to do with 
their pictures. Their attempts to 
release the photographs are stories in 
themselves. One man, with 300 feet of 
motion picture film, was told by 
everyone that they were not interested 
in such things. He tried several 


magazines, newspapers and one or two 
investigative agencies. Finally he was 
able to find an impartial panel of UFO 
researchers who would, at least, look at 
the film, 

Mike Gribovski, of Minneapolis, 
Minnesota, ran into similar problems 
after he photographed a flight of five 
UFOs, However, Gribovski was not 
alone when he saw the UFO's, used a 
fairly new camera and he apparently 
wasn't familiar enough w ith it to fake 
the pictures. 

It was early in the evening on 
November 26, 1974, a dark, cold and 
cloudy day in Minneapolis, Gribovski 
was outside with his dog, standing near 
the corner of the house. He glanced up 
over the neighbor's trees and saw a 
bright flash of orange light. Quickly, 
he scanned the sky and noticed a large, 
bright ball of orange streaking across 
the sky, Gribovski, at first, believing it 
to be a meteor, thought of the camera 
in the kitchen and about the great 
pictures it would make. 

Forgetting the dog, Gribovski ran 
into the house, grabbed the camera 
and started back out the door. His 
father stopped him and wanted to 
know r where he was going with the 
camera. "Out to shoot a picture of a 
meteor/' Gribovski then ran outside, 
thinking about getting the picture 
published in one of the amateur 
astronomy magazines. His father fol¬ 
lowed , 

The object was still in the sky, now 
almost due north of Minneapolis, 
Gribovski raised the camera and 
searched for the UFO, His father 
glanced at the object, saw that it was as 
bright as the full moon and told Mike 



not to take the picture, "It w-on't turn 
out and you'll waste the film/' 

Gribovski pressed the button and 
released the shutter. He held the 
camera as still as possible and when the 
viewfinder cleared, the UFO was gone. 
He thought that he had missed the 
picture. The camera, a Polaroid 
SX-70, spit out the exposed piece of film 
and they w-aited for the picture to 
develop. 

Seconds passed and the image slowly 
appeared. On film w F as not the one 
large object that Gribovski had seen 
but Five smaller ones. Trails led across 
most of the picture, four ending in 
objects and the fifth disappearing off 
the edge. The colors ranged from pale 
yellow'to a light green. The trails were 
dashed, indicating that the object's 
lights had been blinking. One of the 
images was slightly deformed, as if it 
had somehow been damaged. Behind 
the objects there was a hint of clouds, 
adding to the credibility of the picture. 

Cribovski's father said that he had 
perhaps seen the large, orange object 
split into several smaller lights and that 
all of them accelerated away. He 
confirmed that the object had been in 
the sky and that it had "broken" up. 
Mike had only seen the one object and 
was surprised when he saw the picture. 

That night, after Mike Gribovski 
had gone to bed and put the picture in 
the drawer of his night stand, the story 1 
became more bizarre, Mike was 
a weakened in the middle of the night 
(he had no idea what time it was) by 
something in the bedroom. The 
creature, as Gribovski describes it, was 
holding the picture in one hand and the 
drawer in the other. For a few' moments 
Gribovski stared at the creature's face 
w'ith its heavy brow ridges and pointed 
ears. Although Gribovski didn't see the 
feet, he believed that the creature w-as 
only five feet tall. When he started to 
sit up , the creature turned toward him, 
dropped the picture and ran out the 
door. Gribovski fallowed but there w'as 
nobody or creature in the hall and 
the house was quiet, The picture on top 
of the night stand w r as left by the 
creature.^ 

The rest of the night was spent 
tossing and turning and trying to go 
back -to sleep. He kept thinking about 
the thing in his room and w'ondered

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how it got in or how it got out. At 
breakfast* he looked tired but no one 
commented about it. 

On November 27 T 1974* the day after 
he took the picture, Gribovski took it to 
school. The math teacher wanted to 
know how he faked it and most of the 
students thought that it was a hoax. 
Some, however* thought that it was 
interesting and suggested that he call 


the newspapers. He did, but the papers 
weren’t interested in a UFO picture. 

During the next several weeks, 
Gribovski called or wrote several 
people, papers and organizations to 
tell them about the picture. Most said 
that they weren't interested and one or 
two asked to see the negatives. 
Gribovski responded with the com¬ 
ment about the SX-70 not having any 


negatives. One organization then ask¬ 
ed for the original picture but 
Gribovski didn't trust the mail so he 
didn't send it. 

In March, Gribovski was listening to 
a local radio show about UFO's. At the 
end of the program, Mike Douglas, the 
host and news director for WYOO 
radio in Eagan, Minnesota, asked

Even the more 
creditable and spectacular cases which 
afforded many facts have undergone 
the same fate. Science, seemingly 
oblivious to it all, constantly clamoring 


for more facts, takes a position by 
virtue of their field of endeaver that 
few, if any, exist. Contrary to this, 
psychology also warns scientists who 
stray from the laboratory to establish 
fact, enjoy such freedom that said facts 
are no more reliable than those that 
you or 1 might establish.

■ "t saw an unidentified object/* 

Clarence Greene, producer of the 
1956 United Artists release, U.F.O., 
recently gave me this answer when I 
asked why he decided to make the 
movie. In 1956, Greene was a partner 
in Greene-Rouse Productions, Los 
Angeles, Today, he is President of 
Tower Productions, located in the 
same city. 

Since U.F.O., Greene has produced 
a number of motion picture features: 
The Fastest Gun Alive, New York 
Confidential, The Oscar, Caper of the 
Golden Bulls, and others. 

Because of his simply-stated reason. 
Clarence Greene produced a major 
motion picture dealing with the UFO 
subject which surfaced in 1956, 92 


minutes in duration. 8,166 feet in 
length, and shot in black & white— 
except for two actual films of UFOs 
which were offered in their original 
color. 

During an August night in 1952, 
Greene and a friend were standing 
outside the former’s house. The friend 
called his attention to an object in the 
sky that looked like a 1 ‘sphered flight.” 
For five minutes they watched the UFO 
maneuver through stops and turns 
until it finally sped away over the 
horizon. Later, Greene learned that 
the UFO had also been seen by 
members of the Ground Observer 
Corps. 

The producer readily admitted that 
tlie sighting made “an indelible 


impression 11 on him. The next day, he 
told his partner. Russell Rouse, and 
theGreene-Rouse staff of the incident. 
This was a harsh period of time for 
sighting witnesses who made their 
reports public, and now Clarence 
Greene knew how others must have felt 
in the face of contempt and ridicule. 


“I was to learn,” he explained, “that 
hundreds of other sightings had been 
made, with the sighters reluctant to

mention it for fear of ridicule, I found 
myself becoming irritated at the 
scoffers. I was at a complete loss to 
understand why there seemed to be 
such a determined effort to suppress all 
news of UFOs by what seemed to be a 
planned campaign of skepticism and 
sco fling.” 

Greene decided the public should 
know the facts about “flying saucers/' 
He began to delve into the UFO 
enigma. He discovered that Albert M. 
Chop, who had once been the Penta¬ 
gon's Press Information Specialist and 
handled UFO news was nearby on 
the West Coast. 

“I had several meetings with him,” 
Greene stated. “Chop was reluctant to 
talk at first* But when he realized 1 was 
dead serious about the unidentified 
23 


flying object business, he gave me a 
breakdown on Project Bluebook, code 
name for the investigation of UFO,” 
Chop and certain newsmen subse¬ 
quently arranged a meeting between 
Greene and Capt. Edward J. Ruppelt, 
USAF Reserve, former Director of 
Project Bluebook, 

“Together/ 1 Greene continued, "we 
went into a lengthy and exhaustive 
study of reports, various documents 
and alii davits of UFO sightings and 
reports from radar experts which, with 
some heretofore top secret motion 
pictures, in color, of Hying saucers, 
form the basis of the film/ 1 

Several months ago, Greene assured 
me that there was no official opposition 
to his plans to make the movie, nor was 
there any from his colleauges when 


they learned of this First-time event. He 
had no trouble in negotiating for use of 
the Montana (Mariana) and Utah 
(Newhouse) UFO films, which had 
only recently been de-cl assified and 
made available publicly. 

However, according to David Michael 
Jacobs in his excellent book, The UFO 
Controversy in America (1975, Indiana 
University Press), there was official 
concern going on in the background 
over Greene's movie. Jacobs stated that 
Capt. George T. Gregory, who became 
head of Project Bluebook in April, 
1956, was a UFO "deblinker." He and 
the Air Force were obviously very 
concerned with U.F.O. Quoting 
Jacobs: 

*'Gregory kept a file of all the 
movie's reviews, notifications, and 
advertisements, carefully underlin¬ 
ing every statement that might 
cause problems for the Air Force or 
generate interest in UFOs. From 
Richard Dyer McCann's review' in 
the Christian Science Monitor* 
Gregory singled out the statement, 
‘It will almost certainly stir up a 
storm of public controversy/ and 
added the marginal note, 'This is 
something that neither PIO (Office 
of Public Information) or ATIC 
would like to undergo again! 1 . . . 
ATIC asked (Dr. J. Allen) Hynek 
(AF Chief UFO Consultant) and Air 
Force officers to review- the Film 
before its release, and asked photo 
experts to compare copies of the 
Mariana and New-house Films with 
the excerpts shown in the movie, 
ATIC Chief Scientist A. Francis 
Arcier met with agency officials to

■ I can't say I was never a believer 
in UFOs; I just never thought about 
them much.

She said one of the 
spacemen had been to see her and 
had touched her on the head. When 
I looked at her I saw a hideous burn 
on her forchead.lt was not like a cig¬ 
arette burn or any other burn I had 
ever seen. It looked like the impression 
of a man’s finger! 

She told her family that Aaron, her 
"space father," had visited her, and 
the whole family believed her wild-story. 
Soon afterward her son John, who was 
only 12 years old, fell very ill with a 
sharp pain in his side and we rushed 
him to the hospital. The doctors told 
us they Couldn’t classify his blood, but 
otherwise there was nothing physically 
wrong with him. They kept him for 
observation. The next few days were 
like bell to me, as the whole family 
seemed very distant and strange. Fin¬ 
ally the doctors called and insisted that 
we remove John from the hospital be¬ 
cause he was ordering the nurses around! 
“Go and get me a hot fudge sundae," 
he would say, and they couldn’t help 
obeying him. This was too much for 
me. i had to move out of that house* 
1 got an apartment in town away From 
the family I once loved so dearly. 

Then one day my daughter came 
bursting into my apartment saying that 
four men in black were trying to cap-

ture her! I tried to calm her, but she 
was hysterical. Before my eyes she 
grabbed her head, and when she re¬ 
moved her hands there was that same 
peculiar burn on her forehead. Sudden¬ 
ly she was at ease and said that Aaron 
had come to protect her—he had 
touched her forehead! I pleaded with 
her to stop such nonsense, but she only 
said she was sorry I could not go with 
her to another world that w-as better 
than our own. She said she would be 
leaving soon with her space father Aaron 
and her space mother Ena Eta, It was 
all too much for me and ! ordered 
her to leave my apartment, 

Now r I am so ashamed of the way 
I acted* I should have listened to her 
and helped her somehow'. After that 
episode I w r ent to her home to try to 
help somehow * 1 .

1 am now afraid to think about w-hat 
really might have happened to them. 
And 1 am afraid for myself, too* A 
few- weeks ago there was a shiny black 
limousine parked in front of my house 
for over five hours* I noticed it because 
it looked so unbelievably new r and shiny. 
Inside w T ere four men, all dressed in 
black, and they looked like carbon 
copies of each other. Even their faces 
w-ere exactly alike! 

I don’t know, maybe I am going 
crazy* I am afraid for my daughter 
and her family; I am afraid for myself;

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■ Among the more bizarre aspects of 
the baffling UFO phenomenon are the 
curious cases of light-absorbing ob¬ 
jects, both seen and photographed in 
flight in the sky. 

Black colored constructions such as 
an automobile or an aircraft photo¬ 
graph in terms of reflective planes, 
whether the object is actually shiny or 
dull, or has a flat black finish. Design 
detail is not lost just because the color 
is black. Light is still reflected and 
detail is shown. There are a number of 
cases, however, of UFOs photographed 
which actually seem to absorb light. 
They do not show reflective surfaces of 
any kind, and all detail of the object is 
lost. This aspect of the mystery seems 
to have been a part of the phenomenon 
30 


from the beginning. One of the very' 
early UFO photographs, made at 
Drobach, Norway on 27 July 1907, 
shows a huge darkly opaque non- 
reflecting oval object in the sky over an 
anchorage for sailing ships of that 
period. The object seems to be 
hovering over, or just this side of, two 
3-masted sailing ships with sails furled. 
It is casting a shadow on the water 
larger than either of the ships. The 
object is clearly not a lenticular cloud 
or smoke, but is dark and very dense 
with absolutely no detail visible. 

In 1945, a small, dark, round, 
opaque ball was officially photograph¬ 
ed following a Lily Bomber of the 
Japanese Imperial Armed Forces no 
more than a few feet behind the 


airplane. This very small type of UFO 
was later lumped into the general 
classification of the phenomenon call¬ 
ed ^Foo Fighters,” seen in all theaters 
during World War II, and photo¬ 
graphed by both sides of the conflict. 
Each force thought they were some new 
type of weapon belonging .to the 
opposition. 

Mr. Al Hixenbaugh photographed a 
larger, completely opaque, dark non- 
reflective round object in the sky over 
Louisville, Kentucky at 4:15 p.m. on 
27 June 1950. It was closely surrounded 
by a lighter area and was leaving a very 
faint trail of the same hue. 

A similar dark round object photo¬ 
graphed over Grenoble, southwest 
France on 24 September 1954, was 
leaving a darker trail as it crossed the 
sky. 

On 22 December 1958, at Krynica- 
Muszyna, Poland, Dr. Stanislaus 
Kovvakzewski stood at the picture 
window in the lobby of his clinic at 
about 3:00 p.m, and photographed an 
object that flashed brilliantly as it came 
through the low stratus clouds that 
day. He was not sure that he had 
caught it on film, but when the prints 
arrived he was surprised to find a

ABSORBING 


Among the classifications ot the 
various UFO photographs are 
those objects which seem to ab¬ 
sorb light and those which seem 
to emit light. This article pre¬ 
sents a detailed look at that first 
group: light-absorbing UFOs. In 
a subsequent article we will in¬ 
vestigate light-emitting UFOs.

featureless, dark, non-reflecting lens¬ 
shaped mass in the sky about where the 
light had been. Whether the object 
pulsed light and dark, and was in dark 
phase at the moment of the picture, is 
only conjecture. 

On28 October 1961, Chan Ching-lai 
took the only photograph of a UFO to 
come out of Red China, He saw and 
photographed the lens-shaped object 
in the sky over Kaifeng, Honan 
Province of The Peoples Republic of 
China in broad daylight. It was a dense 
featureless black object having a fuzzy 
indistinct outline. 

At 2:30 p.m, on 15 December 1966, 
Mr, Anthony Russell, at Streatham, 
England, saw a dense black, domed 
disc drop out of an overcast, low 
visibility sky. It dropped like a stone, 
hovered a moment, continued its 
descent in a falling leaf motion, and 
came down to within 28 yards of him. It 
hovered again for a moment and then 
streaked away. He shot four black and 
white pictures of it before it was gone. 

in March of 1967, a young Marine 
Medic riding in the back of an Army 
Truck nearChu-Lai, South Vietnam, 
saw a dense dark mass flying over the 
rice paddies along the road and 
snapped one picture of it. The picture 
showed a featureless, ill-defined lens- 
shaped mass low in the sky. 

On 15 June 1967, at 8:50 p,m. t 
young Derek John Espliu, 18 years old, 
at Haysham, Lancaster, England, saw 
a dark brown lens-shaped object with a 
greenish tinge against a white cloudy 
sky. It was only 300 to 400 yards away 
and w as visible for less than 30 seconds 
from the bedroom window' of his home. 
He grabbed his camera and shot a 
picture of it while it was still in sight.

The print showed a lens shape with a 
fuzzy indistinct edge and the object was 
a dense featureless black. 

At Tarcu, Rumania, at 8:00 a,in, on 
30 March 1968, Vasile Cotoi, from his 
weather station, shot two photos of a 
dense dark double cone, disc-shaped 
object in the sky above. This circular 
craft was not familiar to the weather¬ 
man . 

And then on 9 June 1968, at 
Malmoe, Sweden, Jonas Lindh, 13 
years old, saw a dark, domed, 
disc-shaped object appear below a 
drizzle ceiling for 15 to 20 seconds. It 
was about 100 yards distant, feature¬ 
less dark dull gray and completely 
soundless. He estimated it to be about 
10 meters in diameter. He grabbed a 
ready camera and snapped two photo¬ 
graphs before it flashed back up into 
the rainclouds and w r as gone. 

The following year, at Play a

Sangrilla, Uruguay, at 6:30 p.m. on 23 
September 1968, Sr. Yamandu Lopez, 
43, and his three sons, walking on the 
beach, suddenly saw a dark, circular, 
domed object, leave the scrub growth 
just above the sand line, and climb 
rapidly out to sea. It made an unusual 
humming sound. One of them thought 
it looked silvery underneath but the 
two photographs Lopez managed to 
take showed a completely dark, well 
defined but featureless, circular object 
climbing away in the sky. 

That same year, on 6 December 
1968, at Sicuani, Peru, Sr. Pedro 
Chaves, a photographer for La Prensa, 
shot 2 photos of 3 dark, featureless, 
fuzzy outlined lens-shapes as they fiew 
over the town near Puno. 

And then the tempo began to 
accelerate. At 1:30 p.m. on 24 August 
1971, at Daizima, on the Ogo 
Peninsula, Akita Prefecture, Japan, 
young Nob or u Shinkawa, 13 
years old, saw and took two 35mm size 
color photo transparencies of a dark, 
double domed, lens-shaped object 
meandering through the sky southeast 
to northw'est, 100 meters away, before 
it disappeared behind a hill. To the 
naked eye it appeared a flat, dark 
green color. It made no sound and left 
no trail. The photos show' a black, 
featureless, fuzzy outlined, lens shape 
in the air. The sighting took place on a 
hot clear day. 

At 12:50 p.m. on 8 June 1972, at 
Trieste, Mr. Paulo Cernic, an engineer, 
snapped two photographs of a huge 
circular, dark, disc-shaped craft w'ith a 
low dome, flying over the Carabinieri 
barracks in Trieste. The object Hew off 
in the direction of Montebello. Visually 
the object was of a dark orange color 
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with a lighter orange dome on top. It 
photographed? however, as a feature¬ 
less dark gray with a fuzzy outline. 

At 11:00 a.m. on an undetermined 
day in December 1972, at Trelleborg, 
Sweden, young Joakim Perssons, 14 
years old, saw a bright silvery circular 
craft passing through the dear blue sky 
50 meters above his home. He 
estimated it to have a diameter of about 
20 meters. He obtained a camera and 
took 4 color photographs before it 
disappeared. The photos, all shot from 
steep angles below the craft, show a 
featureless, dark, round body in the air 
above. This case was extensively 
investigated in Sweden, with no 
evidence disputing the genuineness of 
the pictures presented ; 

On 4 January’ 1973, Mr, Yusuke J. 
Matsumura was riding an airliner from 
Hamburg to Frankfurt to catch a flight 
to Tokyo. At 12:52 p.m., as it was 
diming out from Hamburg, rising 
above the smog and clouds in a slow 
bank to the left, he spotted a small 
dark lens-shaped object several miles 
away above the cloud level. He snapped 
two color photos which showed a black, 
fuzzy outlined, lens shape against an 
orange sky. Enlargements showed no 
detail, but the dense opaqueness of the 
object was emphasized. 

On 7 January 1974, Mr. M. Coburg 
took 3 black and white photos in 
Germany of the by now typical 
featureless black object with a fuzzy 
outline, it was also circular in shape 
and generally of a lens-form. It came in 
quite low at one point. 

On the other side of the world, on 11 
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October 1974, at 6:30 a,tn., early m the 
morning, young Kazuhiko Fuji mats u, 
living in Onomichi, Japan saw. through 
a window from inside his house a giant 
black cigar-shaped object flying north¬ 
west, Yelling to his mother to come 
quick, he grabbed a small camera and 
raced outside. There he saw a smaller 
black bell-shaped object coming from 
the other direction. He quickly snap¬ 
ped four photos of the bell-shaped craft 
and then two of the huge cigar shape. In 
this case both the cigar and the 
bell-shaped craft showed dark feature¬ 
less color with a faintly fuzzy outline. 
Everything else in the pictures photo¬ 
graphed sharp and clear. 

On 12 November 1974, at high noon, 
at Obihiro City, Hokkaido, Japan, 
eleven — year — old twin brothers, 
Yoshitsugu and Katsuji lino, were 
looking at the sky from a window at the 
back of their house, when they saw a 
mysterious dark disc-like object hover¬ 
ing in the sky. One of them went for a 
camera and snapped four color photos 
in quick succession before the object 
went into the clouds. 

Around the world again, in Argen¬ 
tina, at 9:15 a.m. on 3 January 1975, 
Sr, Francisco Moreno, vacationing at 
the resort of Las G rut as, in Proven cia 
Rio Negro, heard a buzz, like a TV set 
off station. After a number of seconds 
of this he looked out of the upstairs 
bedroom window to see where it was 
coming from. He w f as surprised to sec a 
dark object suspended in the sky, 
"something like a dark gray som¬ 
brero." He called to his wife and 
daughter dowmstairs to come quickly

and bring the camera. He took the first 
picture while it was still moving quite 
slowly in the sky and making the 
buzzing sound. When it started to 
move the buzz increased and be 
snapped the second photo. It moved 
out of his sight behind the window 
frame before he could snap a third 
picture but he could still hear the 
buzzing sound. Running downstairs 
and out into the street to catch it again, 
he arrived just in time to see it 
disappear behind some trees and he 




never saw it again. It w'as a featureless 
black lens-shaped object with a slightly 
higher dome on the top side, and had a 
slightly fuzzy outline in the photos. 

1 recently received two more photos 
of very similar dark lens-shaped 
objects with a slightly higher dome on 
top from an Argentinian corres¬ 
pondent. On 23 March 1974, at Calera 
Olivia, Provincia dc Santa Cruz, 
Argentina, at 7:40 p.m,, Sr. Cesar 
Elorda shot one color photograph of an 
almost identical small, dark, domed 
disc in a beautiful sunset sky. On 18 
February 1975, at Punta Cuevas, 
Provincia de Chubut, Argentina, at 
3:30 p.m., an Army Officer w-ho insists 
on anonymity because of his position, 
photographed another almost Identical 
small, dark, domed disc in a bright 
blue cloudless sky over a desert. Again, 
in both photos the objects are a 
featureless black shape with a fuzzy 
outline. In these two photographs the 
objects are about the same distance 
from the camera as in the previous Las 
Grutas case. 

Only two days after the Las Grutas 
sighting, on 5 January 1975, at 







Brpwnstown, Illinois, David Mahon, 
fourteen, was tramping through a 
wooded area on his father's farm, 3 
miles south of Brownstown, with his 
camera in hand, it was mid-afternoon 
when he heard a sound like an electric 
motor. He looked in that direction and 
saw a black disc-shaped object with a 
fuzzy haze around its edges. “It came 
from the southeast towards me and 
then stopped and hovered maybe 1,500 
feet away and in the air. I would say 
it was about 300 feet in diameter and it 
had a dome on top of it," From the time 
he first saw it until it left in a wes¬ 
terly direction, David snapped pictures 
as fast as he could and managed to get 
five photographs. He estimates that it 
was in the area for 45 seconds before 
leaving at high speed. The developed 
prints showed a black, fuzzy outlined, 
disc-shaped object all right, but 
everything but the nearest foreground 
was badly out of focus. He evidently 
had forgotten or hadn’t taken the time 
necessary to set up his camera before 
he started shooting. He took his 
pictures to the local newspaper who 
referred him to Dr. J. Allen Hynek at 
Evanston. His family drove him to 
Evanston where Dr. Hynek examined 
the photos, accepted copies, and gave 
him an autographed copy of his latest 
book on UFOs. 

Two months after that, on IS March 
1975, at Waterdown, near Hamilton, 
Ontario, Canada, amateur astronomer 
Pat McCarthy, nineteen, had gone to 
an abandoned quarry to photograph 
birds. About 1:30 p.m. he was walking 
back, “When suddenly I saw this 
massive object in the sky, “1 had been 
focusing (my camera) on a branch 
when I saw this thing, like a frisbec, 
zig-zagging around above me. 1 just 
started snapping away as fast as 1 
could. 1 ' He had difficulty keeping the 


object in the viewfinder as it was 
“flitting about everywhere.“ He esti¬ 
mated it to be about the size of a DC-8 
jetliner aircraft (over 100 feet diameter) 
and traveling thousands of miles per 
hour. He took the film to the local 
newspaper, the Spectator, and de¬ 
veloped the film in their laboratory. He 
had gotten four good pictures of a 
dense black circular object high in the 
sky. In this case the edges were not 
nearly so fuzzy, perhaps only relatively 
so because of the huge size, but the 
object photographed in a flat feature¬ 
less black color. 

On 11 May 1975, at 9:00 a*rn. over 
Chiba Prefecture, Japan * Ryutaro 
Umehara, a 14 year old middle school 
boy, saw and snapped four color 
pictures in quick succession of a 
featureless black saucer-shaped object 
in the sky as it descended in a falling 
leaf fashion. He snapped the pictures 
from a window in his home in Take

Housing Complex, Later the same day 
he saw UFOs two more times near his 
home. The developed pictures showed 
the typical black fuzzy outlined disc- 
shape. 

Three months later, on 3 August 
1975, at Toyota City, Aichi Prefecture, 
Jiro Sugiura, 47, an employee of 
Toyota Motor Company, Ltd.. saw and 
photographed a featureless black 
.domed disc followed by a dense black 
cigar-shaped craft as they flew over a 
market across a street near his home. 
At 6:30 p.m, he 'was setting up his 
camera on a tripod in an attempt to 
photograph some fireworks from the 
upstairs window of his home, when 
suddenly a dark gray, domed, disc-

are not always as we wish them to be! . 


■The frantic voice of the newsman 
continued over the radio channel: ‘Tm 
speaking from the roof of the Broad¬ 
casting Building in New York City. The 
bells you hear are ringing to warn the 
people to evacuate the city as the 
Martians approach. Estimated in the 
last two hours 3 million people have 
moved out along the road to the north. 

'‘Hutchison River Parkway is still 
open to motor traffic. Avoid bridges to 
Long Island. , .hopelessly jammed. 
All communication with Jersey shore 
closed 10 minutes ago. No more 
defenses. . .our armies wiped out; 
artillery, air force, everything. . . 
wiped out. This may be the last 
broadcast. We’ll stay here ’til the-end. 
People are holding sendees here below 
us in the Cathedral. The streets are 
jammed, noise and crowds like New 
Year’s Eve in the,city. The Martian 
cylinders are falling all over the 
country. . .black smoke drifting over 
the city. . .people dropping like 
Hies. . Fortunately, the newscaster 
for this broadcast was only an actor. 

Thirty-seven years have passed since 
Orson Welles terrified the east coast of 
the USA in 1939 with his “invasion” of 
Earth on Halloween night. The victims 
of this scary broadcast were imaginary, 
yet the program sent hundreds of flesh 
and blood listeners into a frenetic 
evacuation of their homes to avoid 
what they thought would be a deadly 
confrontation with aliens from another 
world. But something like this could 
never happen again, we’re too sophisti¬ 
cated for that now. Most everyone 
knows that Aliens from Outer Space 
can be trusted—can’t The/? 

We seem to know more about these 
so-called Aliens than we used to; 
34 


mostly this information comes from 
what They have told us directly in close 
contact, or indirectly through certain 
physical and paraphysica! effects on 
the human nervous system and psyche. 
However, the physical aspects of the 
UFO phenomenon are still sketchy for 
us. Ironically, it is the Aliens who 
obligingly fill in Their image for us. 
They have accomplished this either 
through direct audio/visual (tele¬ 
pathic) communication, or more in¬ 
directly, through our observation of 
Their actions and deeds. But the 
question remains—Can They Be 
Trusted? 

If we go back to that tumultuous 
broadcast of 1939, we can see a kind of 
progression of human emotion regard¬ 
ing 1 he so-called Aliens from space. It 
runs from pure terror in 1939 to a 
current trend of eagerness on the part 
of many for direct contact with the 
UFOs and their crews. It seems the 
once terrifying Aliens have become our 
“blood brothers” from the sky in the 
1970s, This change of heart is 
consistent with a newly emerging 
image of the Alien in our society. 

Lyrics about Aliens have filtered ituo 
the rock music of today. David Bowie, 
one of the more popular singer/actors 
of the glitter set, became famous 
through his character of Ziggy, a 
starboy, with his rock group. The 
Spyde rs From Mars. Bowie later went 
on to star in a film. The Man Who Fell 
To Earth, in which he played a Howard 
Hughes-type alien who intended to buy 
up all the earth’s corporations. A San 
Francisco rock group, Jefferson Air¬ 
plane, shed its name of long standing 
from the days of Haight/Ash bury and 
now call themselves the Jefferson 


Starship. Not long afterwards, they 
released a single called ”Have You 
Seen the Saucers?” Teeny hoppers 
“ooohhh” and “aahh” over Leonard 
Nimoy because he played Mr. Spock, a 
half-breed human/alien with very little 
emotion and keen alien logic. A sense 
of the “alien” is sifting into our 
collective brain, almost unnoticed by 
the masses, yet accepted in a passive 
sort of way. This miracle change is not 
the work of a Madison Avenue PR 
man or a White House aide trying to 
bolster a sagging political image. 

What do the space brothers tell us? 
That They have been sent here to 
protect us from ourselves; usually in 
regard to an atomic holocaust. That 
They mean no harm to Earth and will 
not interfere until the first bombs have 
fallen, and then They will land Their 
saucers to scoop up the “faithful.” 
These messages may include a scries of 
predictions that They claim will prove 
the veracity of what They say. The 
prophesies have a tendency to bomb 
out when time proves them to be the 
figment of someone’s fertile imagina¬ 
tion. The gist of most contact messages 
is one of omnipresence, that They have 
been, are and will be watching us, 
unable to interfere because of galactic 
command orders. But They do inter¬ 
fere. 

Similarly, every so often a contactce 
comes back from his or her experience 
with strange psychic or ESP powers 
given to them by the space brothers. 
One of the most prominent of this type 
of contaetee is Uri Geller, whose 
exploits are well known to the public. 
Another interesting case is that of Ted 
Owens, who claims to have immense

My book review contained several 
errors of fact and entirely inappropriate 
wording that cast personal insults at 
the authors of the book. For both of 
these mistakes ( which shall not be re* 
peated, I am very' sorry, I regret that 
these faults in the review al 11 owed UFO 
scholars to concentrate on the faults 
and completely duck the real critic- 
isms which The Edge of Reality is 
vulnerable to* 

Mr* Hendry is entirely correct that 
the New Guinea expedition was finan¬ 
ced by Dr. Hynek himself and not by 
the Center for UFO Studies. So what? 
It was still expensive, and how many 
UFO researchers have been able to 
share in the postulated profitable find¬ 
ings? The promise of a new publication* 
the Internationa] UFO Reporter* is 
only a tacit admission by Mr* Hendry 
that CUFOS has NOT previously ful¬ 
filled the educational and dissemination 
role alleged for it. I welcome the birth 
of this new periodical, and eagerly anti¬ 
cipate reading about Dr. Hynek’s trip 
to New Guinea. 

I am also eager to determine the 
“rules of evidence” for which I critic¬ 
ized Edge. UFO believers tend to follow' 
a strange rule; they abandon their 
wounded. That is, w'hen an “iron¬ 
clad” case is touted for years as more 
positive proof of the mystery 7 of the 
UFO phenomenon, but is then “solved” 
to the satisfaction of every serious ufol¬ 
ogist, those who had earnestly accepted 
it as genuine turn their backs on it, 
steal away in the night none the wiser, 
their reputations none the worse for 
having been taken in* An example: 
Edge speaks very highly of the Hill 
case, as any reader can determine. Yet, 
in response to Mr* Robert Sheaffer’s 
excellent analysis (Official UFO Aug* 
1976) Dr. Hynek had told me that he 
“w-as never very impressed by the Hill 
case*” An example: while privately 
“doubtful” of the Walton case. Dr, 
Hynek issued public statements dearly 
indicative of his endorsement of the 
stories of the Arizona woodcutters; now 
he rejects the “kidnapping” (thanks to 
Phil Klass* work) but still clings to the 
orginal seven man UFO sighting. It 
will be excellent if Mr. Hendry's new' 
magazine will publish the judgments 
of CUFOS on numerous cases about 
which they have remained silent. 

My inconsidered words and sarcasms 
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allowed readers to duck the issues again. 

1 am sorry for that. Ufology does not 
need sarcasm, or issue ducking* 

Dear Editor: 

First of all, 1 think your magazine 
exemplifies journalism of the highest 
degree. Your willingness to publish 
both sides of this enigma we refer to 
as UFOs is commendable. I believe 
a tip of the hat is in order for Offic¬ 
ial UFO, 

Now if I may, I w r ould like to take 
issue with Robert Sheaffer and his 
proposition that together with Phil 
Klass he has solved the Barney and 
Betty Hill abduction in New Ha nip* 
shire. It just isn’t so. 

The technique used by Sheaffer in 
his presentation is called “card stack¬ 
ing,” and it is as old as the grand art 
of debate. Another way to view' this 
procedure is to take a violin, remove 
all 1 ic strings, and then to replace them 
in a different anted hoping to get a tune 
of a different pitch. 

I w'ould like to confine my rebuttal 
to the last section of Sheaffer’s article, 
where he deals with the hypnotherapy 
sessions administered by Dr, Benjamin 
Simon in Boston* 

1) Mrs* Hill was not totally inaccur¬ 
ate in her statement concerning the 
plates and their possession by the Lib¬ 
rary of Congress. As a portion of the 
hypo notherapy sessions was included in 
Fuller s book, there is indeed a copy 
of the “transcripts” to be found in 
Washington, D*C. 

2) As to why Betty remembered what 
happened aboard the UFO while Barney 
knew nothing, this was answered (if 
one reads the book) before they enter* 
ed the ship. Betty relates under hypno¬ 
sis how the car w'as surrounded by 
uniformed creatures who opened the 
car door, during which time hypnotic 
suggestion was given without the use of 
spoken words, Betty goes on to des¬ 
cribe a feeling of “falling dow-n a deep, 
dark well," It was at this time that 
she started giving herself counter sug¬ 
gestions to the effect that she wished 
to retain her consciousness. In other 
words, Barney w-ent into the experience 
in what is called in psychology, som¬ 
nambulism, while through her own ef¬ 
forts, Betty reduced this to a light 
trance state in which she was passive 
but awake. Thus Barney recalled no¬ 
thing while Betty retained portions of 
the encounter. 

3) Sheaffer fails to mention (of 
course) the fact that Dr, Simon had 
at least some difficulty removing from 
the subjects the “very" strong sug¬ 


gestion that they not recall the incid¬ 
ent in question* In other words, some¬ 
one at least as skilled as Dr* Simon 
in the craft of hypnosis had been 
“there” before he had. 

Sheaffer’s piece is not entirely with¬ 
out merit, for he did explain some 
important facts concerning Barney and 
Betty—that they were not trained ob¬ 
servers and that they were not famil¬ 
iar with celestial bodies* But is this 
sufficient reason to attack Betty’s 
character (Barney died in 1969)? What 
do the rest of you readers think? 

Sometimes the “will to debunk” is so 
overpowering it interferes with an ob¬ 
jective view' of the available facts. If 
w r e ever do get to the bottom of this 
mystery, it w'on’t be due to the efforts 
of people like Sheaffer and Klass.

Dear Sir: 

The rationale presented by Robert 
Sheaffer in “Is Seeing Always Believ¬ 
ing?” (Official UFOr October 1976), 
specifically in regard to the “breaking” 
of the Paul Trent case, is so blatant¬ 
ly scurrilous and non-objective that re¬ 
buttal is clearly called for* From the 
outset he presupposes that Trent was 
a liar and a hoaxer, despite Trent’s 
reputation of scrupulous honesty* No 
motive for perpetrating such a hoax 
is ever established, nor is there any 
scientific evidence that supports the 
hoax theory* The modus operand! of 
the Sheaffer pjm Klass explanation 
rests entirely on the “it might be— 
therefore it is” school of logic in which 
assumption is metamorphosed into 
fact* Armed with an almost infinite 
number of assumptions, Sheaffer and 
Klass can “solve” any case with ridi¬ 
culous ease. 

Much is made over the “remarkable 
coincidence” of the object appearing 
in “about” the same position under a 
telephone wire in both photos. Not 
identical positions, mind you, but in 
Dr. Hartmann’s estimate “roughly” 
the same position as measured from 
some admittedly “ill defined" kinks 
in the w'ire* These estimates are ob¬ 
viously too inaccurate to deserve the 
connotation of “remarkable coincid¬ 
ence." Yet, in virtually his next breath, 
Sheaffer asks us to accept a coincid¬ 
ence that, in reality, is an optical sys¬ 
tem that made the object appear to be 
a quarter of a mile away or farther! 
Not only that, this optical flaw- was 
so selective that only the object was 


affected! Sheaffer says that this flaw 
caused "spill-over" and that fooled the 
photometric analysis (the best analysis, 
incidentally, that our tax dollars could 
presumably buy). But this spill-over 
is evident only in the second photo. 
In the first photo, the shaded bottom 
of the object is virtually all one sees. 
Just the upper edge of the dome and top 
of the pole are visible. But no spill¬ 
over. As Dr, Hartmann stated in his 
Condon Committee report, "It is the 
shadowed surface in particular that 
looks pale and suggests large distance/ 1 

In addition to the defective camera 
coincidence, another coincidence—al¬ 
most equally as improbable—is required 
to make the hoax theory viable. The 
object, SheafTer would have us believe, 
is a small model suspended by a fine 
thread from the telephone wire, and 
yet—although 30 seconds elapsed bet* 
ween photographs—the object did not 
rotate at all! The object was asym¬ 
metric, the dome having a more abrupt 
slope on its left side and the pole 
offset to the left of center (that rules 
out the hubcap or pie pan theory'), 
and Dr, Hartmann’s analysis estab¬ 
lished that the pole is off center by 
the same amount in both photos. This 
proves that there w*as absolutely no 
perceptible rotation. Try hanging any 
object by a long thread in the open, 
and if the air currents don’t induce 
rotation, the weight of the object acting 
on the twisted fibers of the thread 
most surely will, 

Trent’s delay in having the film 
processed and subsequent careless 
handling of the negatives are cited as 
being supportive of the hoax theory. 
What kind of perverse logic is that? 
Just the opposite is true. Trent said 
at the time—and reiterated it 17 years 
later—that he believed the object w-as 
a secret U.S. aircraft. Sheaffer states 
that "this was a strange way to treat 
what is supposedly the first authentic 
photo of a spaceship from another 
world/ 1 He builds a straw* man in order 
to destroy it, Trent never at any time 
mentioned "spaceships" {hardly any¬ 
one did in 1950), and his cavalier treat¬ 
ment of his photos—coupled with a 
complete absence of any effort on his 
part to publicize them—adds very 
strongly to the credibility of the photos. 
If on the other hand, he had rushed 
immediately to the new r s services with 
his photos, Sheaffer no doubt would 
have cited this as being the classic 
behavior of a hoaxer. Clearly a case 
of "damned if you do, damned if vou 
don’t/ 1 


Also un mentioned by Sheaffer w*as 
Trent’s statement that the rabbits he 
had been feeding at the time did not 
appear to be disturbed by the pres¬ 
ence of the object, Surely a hoaxer 
would have claimed that the animals 
had been greatly agitated. Trent’s test¬ 
imony was, in fact, totally devoid of 
any of the embellishments that typify 
the hoaxer’s tale, 

Sheaffer’s sole reason for branding 
Trent a liar hinges on his theory that 
the photos w'ere taken in the morning 
rather than in the evening. According 
to densitometer readings, the western 
sky in the first photo is 17 percent 
brighter than the eastern sky, and 28 
percent brighter in the second photo. 
Dr. Hartmann found this to be "en¬ 
tirely consistent with the witnesses’ 
testimony" and credited the eastern il¬ 
lumination that caused some shadow¬ 
ing to a reflective cloud layer. This 
illumination, incidentally, does not 
come from the east but from the north¬ 
east. Does the sun rise in the north¬ 
east in McMinneville? 

Having pilloried Paul Trent as a 
liar and a hoaxer, Sheaffer then focus¬ 
es on Mrs. Trent and damns her with 
the worst stigma of all—that she was a 
repeater! God help the poor soul who 
sees more than one UFO in his or her 
lifetime! Once again the favorite ar¬ 
gument of the UFO skeptic is trotted 
out; that is, the sighting of a UFO is 
so improbable that a subsequent sight¬ 
ing by the same person is simply not 
conceivable. But since the skeptic 
doesn’t believe in UFOs anyway, what 
possible difference should it make to 
him whether the witness saw—or says 
he saw*—one, two or a dozen UFOs? 
The argument is specious. 

In summation, no scientific findings 
w*ere presented that in any way refute 
the authenticity of the photos. In fact, 
all the scientific analyses that were per¬ 
formed during the Condon investig¬ 
ations supported the testimony of the 
Trents in every' respect. Dr, Hart¬ 
mann’s biased disclaimer (that because 
of the object’s position under the tele¬ 
phone wire, a hoax could not be ruled 
out) w*as not consonant with the posit¬ 
ive results of his own analysis and is 
certainly not becoming to the scientist’s 
traditional reputation for objectivity. 
It therefore comes as no surprise that 
he now- believes the photos are false. 
But believing something to be so is not 
the same as proving it so. On the evid¬ 
ence presented by Sheaffer, there is 
clearly no reason to regard the photos

NICAP and MUFON, and you're get¬ 
ting into something which they may 
consider a little far out, especially the 
psychic component. Could you detail 
that a little more, and maybe how you 
feel others—those who have been more 
conservative in this approach and 
have dealt strictly with hardware—will 
react to this? 

HYNEK: Well, first of all, I might 
point out that the Center for UFO 
Studies is composed of scientists who 
are established in their own fields— 
that is, we not only have physical scien¬ 
tists on it, we have anthropologists, 
sociologists, psychologists and even psy¬ 
chiatrists, So we don't know to whom 
the problem belongs. Does it belong 
to a physicist, does it belong to an 
astronomer, or what have you? 

As director of the Center for UFO 
Studies I have taken this firm attitude: 
that we will explore the physical as¬ 
pects of the thing first, considering it, 
doing our very best to regard it as 
strange but physical, and only if the 
evidence and observations force us to 
go into the psychic aspect will we do it, 
because I think it would tend to detract 
from our scientific credibility if we 
jumped and said, "Aha, it's psychic' 1 
or it is poltergeist. No, that would be 
dangerous. 

All that Jacques and I are saying is 
that, for instance, what do you do in 
cases where people say they had some 
strange feeling and were impelled to go 
to the window and then they saw this 
thing, you see? Is it an ESP phen¬ 
omenon? Of course, today it's no 
longer dangerous to mention the term 
ESP, whereas 10 years ago it would 
have been. The evidence is mounting 
that there are paranormal things, 
STEINBERG: Isn't it true also that 
UFOs seem to be a very traditional 
phenomenon? You have reports inter¬ 
preted in whatever way throughout his¬ 
tory, and it's something that seems to 
be happening all the time? Wouldn't 
this lead anyone to think that there is 
something a lot more complex than 
simply the Martians wanting to land 
on Capitol Hill when the time is right? 
HYNEK: Precisely, You've put it bet¬ 
ter than I could have. That's exactly 
the point. These things have been 
around for a long while. There have 
always been strange sights in the sky, 
and we are interpreting it in terms of 
our present technology. And you're 
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right in saying the problem is more 
complex and, of course, I think we 
must be prepared for the possibility 
that we cannot solve the problem at 
this point anymore than Galileo could 
have told you what makes the sun shine. 
Until nuclear physics had gotten to the 
point of where it was possible to rec¬ 
ognize the sun as nuclear energy, it 
would have been completely out of the 
imaginative scope of Galileo to have 
thought of the idea of the sun as a 
nuclear energy m a ch i n e, 
STEINBERG: Some of the new dis¬ 
coveries, especially in physics, indicate 
that maybe our whole concept of reality 
is maybe too concrete, that reality may 
be malleable to some degree, internal¬ 
ly and externally. This may be a part 
of the problem, too. 

HYNEK; Well, you've given another 
plug for the book, because this is 
precisely why Jacques and I call it The 
Edge of Reality, We have in there 
one very interesting case—it is not a 
casebook, it's not just the telling of one 
case after another, because that's been 
done over and over again. Cases arc 
used to illustrate certain points of view. 
For instance, the chap who has been 
one of the prominent newscasters in 
New York, a newsman for 25 years 
and is as hard-headed and hard-bitten 
as newsmen can come. 

He had a UFO experience on his 
way home from New York City to his 
place in the suburban regions, and his 
letter to me illustrates this edge of real¬ 
ity so beautifully. Here is a man who 
is absolutely set on interpreting the 
thing rationally. He went through hell 
in trying to prove to himself that he 
had seen something normal, and he 
spent sleepless nights writing, calling 
people, investigating the possibility that 
it might have been a helicopter, or 
this and that. 

The case is interesting, but the most 
interesting thing about the whole thing 
is his own puzzlement, his own be¬ 
wilderment, his own sense of having 
reached the edge of reality. So that's 
why we included that case, for instance, 
STEINBERG: Arc you familiar with 
the writings of John Keel? 

HYNEK: Yes, quite a bit. 
STEINBERG: Now, for those who 
aren't familiar with him, John Keel 
is a writer who has stated very much 
the same thing, that the UFO phen¬ 
omenon is a very complicated thing, 
and he's put down quite a bit of the 
traditional methods, saying it is a lot 
more involved and that a lot of dif¬ 
ferent scientific disciplines may be in¬ 
volved. He speaks of something called 


"ultraterrestrials, 1 * which he pictures 
as almost a universal mind or another 
dimensional-type of force that might 
be directing UFOs, that there's a lot 
of deception involved in the things 
that are done, especially in the 1896- 
1897 airship cases, etc. What kind of 
reaction do you have to this kind of 
thought? 

HYNEK: Well. I think John Keel 
is perhaps riding a bit of a hobby 
horse in pushing that aspect too far, 
Bui I certainly agree with him that 
it's not in the present scientific frame¬ 
work, The final solution is not in the 
present scientific framework, any more 
than e — mc J would have been in the 
scientific framewwk of a hundred 
years ago. In fact, nobody would have 
even suggested then that you could 
get energy by destroying matter. After 
all, the law' of conservation of matter 
was one of the most sacrosanct law's 
in physics. It hasn't been destroyed, 
it's merely been extended. 

Undoubtedly our present laws of 
physics will be extended also to encom¬ 
pass many things that we today call 
paranormal. The paranormal of today 
becomes the normal of tomorrow as 
our knowledge increases. So I think 
John Keel is groping and sensing the 
realities that lie beyond w'hat we would 
normally term "reality.'' 

STEINBERG: Let's talk about reality. 
There's a theory that has been voiced in 
UFO circles of parallel worlds, which 
is of course using the old science fic¬ 
tion concept. It is specified that there 
could be another world, another uni¬ 
verse, co-existing with ours, possibly on 
a different frequency, like the different 
frequencies of a television set, or a radio 
set picking out a different frequency. 
HYNEK: That's a good analogy, and 
it's also an apt analogy, because if you 
had an Australian aborigine right here 
with us in this room, how would you go 
about proving to him that television pic¬ 
tures are passing through this room 
right now r ? You see, there's an example 
of a paraltel universe. 

STEINBERG: I am also very curious. 
to know w'hat you think of the possib¬ 
ility of ancient astronauts, since that 
seems to be a subject that was, at least 
until very recently, very much in vogue 
because of Erich von Daniken's book. 
HYNEK: Well, I'm not really com¬ 
petent to say much about von Daniken 
and his theories and the theories of 
others regarding ancient astronauts 
simply because I am so concerned and 
so busy with current UFO reports. 
There’s so much to do there and the

and the Department of Justice, as I 
understand it, did not take this too 
seriously to begin with, until these in¬ 
mates predicted where the next mutil¬ 
ations would occur and what sort they 
would be.

I’m wondering myself, however, 
whether all of it can be explained as 
satanic cults because it’s so widespread, 
and I’m just wondering whether satan- 
ists are so good at the use of surgic¬ 
al instruments—if indeed the mutil¬ 
ations are surgical.

very experienced and perceptive Mc¬ 
Carthy reported that he had detected a 
deliberate attempt by Walton to distort 
his respiration pattern in an effort to 
deceive the polygraph examiner.

The APRO people and the National 
Enquirer people felt that he was in 
condition. If they felt that his failure 
was due only 10 his temporary state of 
mind, then why didn't they go back to 
McCarthy later? Instead, they chose a 
new examiner who did not know about 
the earlier failure. 

Oberg: Granting that McCarthy did 
flunk Walton, w-hat other information 
did he uncover? Is there anything else 
you claim is being hidden from the 
public by AFRO? 
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diehards are being forced to take the 
thing seriously. 

STEINBERG; In the UFO field, with¬ 
out going into any specific cases, there's 
always been a history of rivalry among 
UFO organizations. You have very 
much become an eider statesman—not 
a very elder statesman, to speak kindly, 
HYNEK: Quite an elder statesman. 
Fve been in the thing for a long while 
and I don't mind that* 1 still, God 
and TWA willing, have a few years 
to kick around, I think. 

I think it’s unfortunate that these 
rivalries and tensions exist. I think the 
more organization, the more extensive 
the organization chan and positions 
and officers and titles tossed around 
in organizations—it's just a sort of in- 
breeding—self-generating difficulties 
come in and that causes rivalries.

Klass: During the private discussions 
between McCarthy and Travis Walton, 
Walton admitted that he and a friend 
had once been arrested for stealing 
payroll checks, forging signatures and 
cashing the checks.

HYNEK: Well, as scientific credibil¬ 
ity for the subject grows, the thing 
that is most heartening to me is the 
growing number of scientists, engineers 
and technicians who individually, not 
in an organizational way, are express¬ 
ing greater and greater interest. For 
instance, in a number of national lab¬ 
oratories, a surprising number of men 
and women, as individuals, are taking 
a greater interest. I think that we're 
going to go in the direction of greater 
instrumentation, and the first person 
who brings us an actual spectrogram of 
a nocturnal light is going to make 
a real contribution, because I'd like to 
know- whether- the spectrum of radiation 
is thermal or non-thermal, does it show 
an emission spectrum, an absorption 
spectrum, or what? 

STEINBERG: Thank you very much. 
Dr. Hynek. •

returned to private practice. 

Oberg: What are you implying? Is this 
another argumenti ad hominem? 

Klass: Consider all the facts. Tom 
Ezell had been out of town when the 
test was given, AFRO had made all the 
arrangements directly with Pfeifer, 
When Ezell returned he examined the 
test records. “The test should be 
Invalidated," Ezell wrote me on March 
29. “The reactions on the charts, to my 
way of interpretation, would not be 
readable. You would not be able to say 
if he is telling the truth or if he‘s lying.” 
That’s what the experienced polygraph 
expert Ezell concluded, 

Oberg: So in effect the polygraph Firm 
repudiated Pfeifer’s published conclu¬ 
sions?

Oberg: Did you find anything else that 
was odd about this test?

Oberg: This is important to establish 
for other reasons, UFO reports from 
“UFO buffs" or “repeaters" are 
always suspect.

Klass: There is extensive evidence, 
from sources that cannot be considered 
to be prejudiced, against Travis 
Walton, that the Walton family had a 
keen and long-standing interest in 
UFOs before the “kidnapping." Dr, 
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Howard Kandell, an APRO member, 
was one of the two physicians who 
examined Travis the day he “reappear¬ 
ed."

Oberg: When did the Walton brothers 
change their story'? 

Klass: When I first interviewed Duane 
Walton by telephone on April 23, 

197b, and asked him when he and, 
Travis first became interested in 
UFOs—Duane replied, “About No¬ 
vember 11, 1975," And contrast his 
answers to some of my other questions 
with the known facts.

Gentlemen: Please rush me a copy of

was missing for five days. There was 
great concern that Travis might have 
been the victim of foul play at the 
hands of his associates. Three of the 
four questions dealt solely with the

But in return for the 
exten s ion, Rogers w'ou 1 d be penal ized a 
dollar per acre for all the work 
performed after the expiration of the 
original contract date. 

Oberg: I think I see what you are 
getting at. But just what was Rogers 1 
problem as the new deadline neared, 
and how docs Walton Fit in? 

Klass: It was clear to Rogers that he 
could not meet even his extended 
contract date. Without the "fort¬ 
uitous" UFO incident, the best that 
Rogers could expect would be another 
dealine extension, but he would be 
assessed still another financial penalty 
on the contract price and his chance of 


winning any new government contracts 
would be ruined. Rogers and his crew 
faced a bleak financial situation as the 
deadline neared. 

Oberg: Now how do you say the UFO 
story solved this? 

Klass: On October 20, NBC televised 
a two-hour special, dramatic * Holly¬ 
wood-produced Film about the Betty 
Hill case, in which she claims that she 
and her husband Barney were taken 
aboard a UFO in 1961. Dr, Rosen¬ 
baum says that Travis told him he saw 
this TV show, although Travis now 
denies it, 

Oberg: That certainly is a series of 
remarkable coincidences, the dead¬ 
line, the UFO movie, and suddenly the 
new UFO kidnapping to solve all their 
problems! What else do you suspect? 
Klass: Well, if it could happen in New 
Hampshire, why couldn't it happen in 
Arizona? After such an incident of 
terror, it would be only natural for 
other members of the crew to refuse to 
return to the worksite. Rogers would 
now have grounds to claim that he 
sfmply could not complete his contract 
for reasons obviously beyond his 
control. If the Forest Service agreed, 
Rogers could then collect the ten 
percent of his earned funds that had 
been withheld, and be released from 
the remaining acreage. Walton, with 
his past UFO interests, was the best 
man to be "kidnapped." 

Oberg: That's just a hypothesis. What 
happened in real life? 

Klass: That's exactly how it happen¬ 
ed, On November 18, 1975, Rogers 
wrote to inform the Forest Service that 
he could not complete his contract 
because of the UFO incident “which 
caused me to lose my crew and will 
make it difficult to get any of them 
back on the job site." The Forest 
Service put the remaining work up for a 
new bid, awarded it to another 
contractor (who, by the way, had no 
trouble at all getting a crew to return to 
the job site, showing just how strongly 
the local workmen believed the UFO 
story), and quickly released the funds it 
had been withholding, 

Oberg: That's an intriguing story’. 
What kind of evidence can you add 
that would make this story easier to 
believe than a real UFO kidnapping? 
Klass: Oh, come on now! I think I've 
proved quite definitely that there is not 
the slightest reason to believe the 
testimony of Walton and the others 
regarding the UFO incident, and that 
there is considerable evidence to lead 
an unbiased observer to positively 
disbelieve these young men. The 


burden of proof is on them. Even 
people who believe in UFOs must 
admit that not everyone who claims to 
have been on board a UFO can be 
telling the truth. 

Oberg; Was there any physical evi¬ 
dence at the kidnap site?" 

Klass: Good point. There was a 
tremendous flash of tight, almost an 
explosion, the witnesses say. Yet there 
is not the slightest evidence for any 
disturbance at the site of the alleged 
abduction. 

Oberg: Did Travis bring home any 
evidence? 

Klass: According to his story, he was 
wandering loose inside of the UFO for 
some time. This was an opportunity he 
had anticipated for years. Did he pick 
up anything loose lying around? Did he 
grab any souvenirs? No, he did not. 
With positive proof within his grasp, he 
did not grab it. 

Oberg; Didn't a urine test prove he 
had f been under strange conditions? 
Klass: Fm glad you didn't say "his 
urine test," because all we know- is that 
his brother Duane, trustworthy Duane, 
gave a jar of urine to a doctor and told 
him it was from Travis. The doctor, 
naturally, assumed that Duane was 
telling the truth. All the urine test 
showed was that the donor had not 
been undernourished during the last 
few days, and had not been using 
drugs. 

Oberg; Was there any physical change 
in Travis? 

Klass: Outside of being incoherent, 
Travis had a needle puncture inside his 
right elbow'. It was not a vein, as it 
w r ould have been for a blood sample or 
intravenous feeding. A PRO ignored 
this puncture in its initial reports, since 
apparently it smacked 'too much of 
drug use, 

Oberg: Are you accusing Travis of 
being a drug user? 

Klass: I don't know what the truth of 
that is. APRO and the Waltons now 
claim that Travis never used drugs. But 
he had previously admitted it to 
interviewers right after the incident. 
And other people—including class¬ 
mates of his—claim he w as involved in 
drugs. I don't see how it fits in to the 
UFO story, but it is another apparent 
case of cover up of the truth. 

Oberg: In the end, a panel of UFO 
specialists reviewed the evidence and 
concluded that it was the best case of 
the year, possibly one of the best cases 
ever. What do you know that they do 
not? 

Klass: Well, I might agree that the 
Walton case may be the best "UFO 


case" in years. I still believe that it is a 
hoax. The “Blue Ribbon Panel" did 
the best they could, but much of the 
evidence was apparently withheld by 
APRO. Without my interest in the 
case, and the considerable personal 
expense I have undergone, you and 
your readers would remain ignorant of 
Travis' criminal record, drug con¬ 
nections, and UFO interest, and of his 
brother's denial of them, along with 
the devastating secret polygraph fail¬ 
ure and the limp and worthless 
polygraph “success," and the compell¬ 
ing financial motivation behind the 
hoax. Now that all the facts are out, 
any unbiased observer can make his 
own conclusions about the case him¬ 
self, and about the trustworthiness of 
APRO and the National Enquirer and 
its "Blue Ribbon UFO Panel." 

Oberg: Does this debacle discredit 
serious UFO research? 

Klass: No. Not all UFO organizations 
were so gullible. William Spaulding, 
western director of GSW, quickly 
became suspicious of the Walton story. 
Although Spaulding and I differ on the 
fundamental UFO issue, we share the 
common view- that hoaxes ought to be 
exposed and that.failure to do so can 
only hurt the UFO movement. NICAP, 
in its first report on the case, said there 
w-as cause for suspicion that the case 
might be a hoax. They subsequently 
checked the facts and endorsed my 
research, as did the National Star, the 
main competitor of the National 
Enquirer, It's a credit to both NICAP 
and GSW that they had the courage to 
distribute my evidence. They displayed 
candor and integrity. It will be 
interesting to see how MUFON, 
CUFOS, and APRO respond. 

Oberg: What has been the initial 
reason of APRO and the Waltons to 
your charges? 

Klass: APRO had indirectly chal¬ 
lenged me to take a polygraph 
examination {1 think they meant me, 
but they misspelled my name) and I 
accepted three months ago (June 
S976). But I haven't heard a thing since 
then. Mike Rogers has also challenged 
me to arrange new* tests for his crew 
and to pay for them if they pass. But he 
has strung so many unreasonable 
deadlines and conditions that it seems 
he hopes I'll decline. I immediately 
accepted in principle, I am anxious to 
have these young men face a real 
polygraph examination, although I 
think the proof of my case has already 
been achieved, 

Oberg: If you are correct in your 
evaluation of the case, one of the seven 


young conspirators is bound to 
"break." How long should it take? 
Klass: Considering that they have all 
seven shared in the National Enquirer 
cash prize, and in fraudulently obtain¬ 
ed government contract money, it 
could be a long time. Also, considering 
the cost of the police search for the 
“missing'' Travis, the local sheriff has 
indicated that he plans to prosecute if 
he can put a case together. Such fear 
may make these young men stick to 
their story indefinitely, 

Oberg: UFO researchers certainly owe 
you a debt of gratitude for bringing out 
these facts, whatever final conclusion 
they reach. They also must have 
powerful reasons to be upset with 
irresponsible and sensationalist news 
media lor helping this incident be 
blown way out of proportion. 

Klass: I hope they have learned 
something from this case, but it may 
not help. This is far from the first 
“iron-clad UFO proof' that has 
evaporated, and it will not be the last. 
"Once burned, twice shy" is good 
advice that many UFO devotees seem 
unable to take. I do not need the 
Walton case to prove that all such 
contactee stories are counterfeit. The 
Walton case is just a particularly 
glaring example, a typical example, of 
the kinds of UFO stories which are 
widely publicized, exaggerated, em¬ 
bellished, and with which the real truth 
never catches up. 

Oberg: What have you learned about 
the UFO phenomenon from this case, 
then? 

Klass; That it can take many hours 
and months of investigation to break a 
hoax that may have only taken a few 
minutes to concoct. And that few UFO 
researchers are willing to make such 
rigorous investigations. And that with¬ 
out such investigation, no UFO case is 
worth anything or proves anything. 
Oberg: Thank you for your willingness 
and for your efforts, 

Klass: You're welcome •

anyone with an unusual sighting to call 
him at the station. The next morning, 
Gribovski did. 

Douglas, impressed with the initial 
interview, made a recording of it for 
broadcast and took the picture,to local 
photo dealers and professional photo¬ 
graphers. None of them could explain 
how the picture could be faked. The 
SX-70»accordiiig to them, had a fixed 
shutter speed so Gribovski couldn't 
have taken a time exposure, 

Douglas next went to the high school 
where Gribovski is a student. The 
teachers told him that Gribovski was 
an above average student, intelligent 
and had not been involved in any 
practical jokes. They didn't believe 
that he would fake a picture but most 
didn't believe that it was of a flying 
saucer. If nothing else, it raised 
Gribovski's credibility, 

A few nights after his first contact 
with Douglas, Gribovski was sitting on 
the front steps. Above the house across 
the street, he saw two bright lights. 
Again he grabbed the camera and 
again he tried to photograph the 
objects. This time the picture showed a 
single, erratic trail with the evidence of 
a flashing light along part of it. It was 
not as good as the first picture but 
Gribovski called Douglas at home, 
anyway. 

The next day, Douglas again inter¬ 
viewed Gribovski. Douglas had him 
take another picture of the same area 
to see if there could be a defect in the 
camera. Douglas took down all the 
information, made another tape re¬ 
cording of the interview- and asked for a 
copy of the new picture. Again he made 
the rounds but could not find anything 
wrong with the story or the picture. 

Finally, Douglas had a negative 
made of the first picture along with 
several prints. All the information, the 
tapes and copies of the pictures were 
sent to Dr. J. Allen Hynek. After weeks 
without an acknowledgement from 
either Hynek or the Center for UFO 
Studies, Douglas called me. He felt 
that the case deserved more attention, 
investigation and dissemination. My 
contact with the Aerial Phenomena 
Research Organization (AFRO) in 
Tucson, Arizona, would enable a wide 
range of experts to see the pictures, 
study them and could be a way of 
having them shown to others. 

In June, three months after Douglas' 
first contact with Gribovski, L went to 
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Minneapolis, 1 stopped at WYOO to 
see Douglas and to get his impressions 
of Gribovski and the story, Douglas 
told me that he believed that Gribovski 
had photographed a UFO or a group 
of UFOs. His investigations, because 
he lives in the area, were more in depth 
than mine. However, Douglas has 
demonstrated his integrity on several 
other occasions. 

Douglas said that Gribovski was a 
sincere, young man who had an 
unusual experience and who had been 
frightened by it. On one occasion, 
Gribovski had even called Douglas to 
tell him that a UFO was over 
Minneapolis. Douglas, his wife and 
several others went outside and saw the 
object. This was a sighting that 
Douglas couldn't break down because 
he w-as one of the witnesses. He did 
check with several agencies and the 
weather station to make sure that no 
unusual phenomena were manifested 
over Minneapolis, There were none, 
Douglas knew that Gribovski had 
made a good sighting. 

Late on a warm, June afternoon, I 
drove across Minneapolis to see Mike 
at his home. He showed me the 
locations where he took the pictures, 1 
described the incidents in detail and 
drew the face of the creature he had 
seen in his room. He told me about the 
others who had been with him when he 
took the second picture and offered to 
call them. We walked around the 
neighborhood, looking for lights that 
could he misinterpreted, factories that 
could be responsible for unusual light 
displays or anything else that might 
have been the UFOs seen by 
Gribovski, but we found nothing. 

For over an hour 1 questioned him on 
all aspects of the sighting, I asked him 
about the camera, how it w-orked and 
when he got it. By looking in the 
checkbook, w^c found that it had been 
bought less than a week before the first 
picture w-as taken, I also found out that 
Gribovski wasn't very familiar w ith it. 
In other words, he did not have the 
know-ledge of the camera needed to 
fake the picture, 

Gribovski had used the Polaroid 
SX-70 camera to take the pictures. I 
asked him to describe in detail how- it 
w-orked. He said that the shutter speed 
w-as set at 1/175th of a second and that 
a “mirror" appeared in the viewfinder 
as the picture was snapped, so that 
Gribovski couldn't see what he photo¬ 
graphed, Anyone with a single lens 
reflex camera knows w-hat he means. 
As the picture is taken, the mirror that 
reflects the image into the viewfinder 


"folds' 1 out of the way so that the image 
will be "impressed" on the film. While 
the shutter is open, the photographer 
can't see through the view-finder. That 
explains why Gribovski didn't see the 
object split up. He apparently snapped 
the picture as the object broke up, 

1 asked how- the image was produced 
on the film and where the chemicals for 
processing the pictures were found. 
Gribovski wasn’t sure. He said that you 
couldn't open the film package out of 
the camera because you would ruin the 
film. He didn't know too much about 
the camera, except for the basic 
instructions provided by Polaroid. 

In July, I called the sen-ice depart¬ 
ment of Polaroid in Cambridge, 
Massachusetts. I asked about the 
technical workings of the SX-70 and 
found that many things that Gribovski 
had said were wrong. It w-asn't that he 
lied, only that he had been given the 
wrong information. For example, a 
camera dealer in Minneapolis told 
both Gribovski and Douglas that the 
shutter speed was fixed, that it did not 
vary. Polaroid said, however, that an 
electric eye regulated the speed and the 
shutter could stay open as long as 28 
seconds but that it varied from camera 
to camera with the average being 14 
seconds. That opened the possibility 
that Gribovski had made a time 
exposure but his father later closed 
that line of thought. 

Polaroid also explained that chemi¬ 
cals for developing the film are 
contained in pouches on each piece of 
film. When the picture is thrust from 
the camera, the pouch is crushed and 
the chemicals are spread over the 
photographic paper. The "film" can 
be taken out of the package but it must 
be done in total darkness. Any 
exposure to light will register on the 
film. Gribovski didn't know any of 
this. 

The hard evidence available also 
ruled out the possibility of a long 
exposure or that the image w-as on the 
film when the picture w-as "taken," 
The camera w-as hand held, yet the 
trails in the first picture were steady, 
indicating a short exposure. The 
outlines of the clouds indicated that 
there was a lot of light scattered by the 
snow on the ground and the overcast 
sky. Everyone has seen a very bright 
night when the sky, snow and clouds 
cooperate. It all indicates a short 
exposure on a "clean' 1 piece of film. 

When his mother came home later in 
the afternoon, I asked her what she 
thought about the sightings, the pic¬ 
tures and the story. She said, interest- 


ingly enough, that she didn’t think that 
there was anything to the story. She 
didn’t believe it to be a picture of a 
UFO and she didn’t believe that UFOs 
existed. The picture, which she couldn’t 
really explain, was of a balloon or a 
plane or something but not a UFO. 
She didn’t want to talk about it. 

Just afterS p*m., Mike’s father came 
home. 1 asked Mike if he would mind if 
I talked to his father alone and Mike 
left the room. His father said that he 
had, indeed, seen the five objects that 
his son photographed. He had been in 
the kitchen when Mike came in for the 
camera. He followed Mike outside, 
looked at the object but didn’t think 
that it was bright enough to photo¬ 
graph. "The film is expensive and I 
don’t like to waste material. I told him 
not to take it but he didn’t listen. He 
usually does what I say,” 

Mr. Gribovski saw the object break 
up and separate into five objects. He 
saw the UFOs accelerate and take off 
upwards. He described the sighting in 
detail. When I asked what he thought 
he had seen, he said that they were 
spaceships from another planet. He 
didn't hesitate, didn’t defend what he 
had said hut said it as if stating a plain 
and obvious fact. "They were space¬ 
ships.” 

Although Mike may have been lying 
about the sighting, his father wouldn’t. 
The man has to be one of the most 
sincere, truthful men that I have ever 
met. While at the Gribovski’s, he told 
me about his escape from Europe during 
that time when everyone was escaping. 
When he came to the United States, he 
settled in Arkansas and was paid 15^ a 
day in a “company town." They loaned 
him S200 to get started and the way 
they worked things, he would never 
have been able to pay them back. 

A friend in New York gave him the 
money for the company and told 
Gribovski to come to New York for 
work. He got a new job at SI ,35 an hour 
and a few days later found a better job 
at SI.45 an hour. Finally, he moved to 
Minnesota, his "favorite state.” He is a 
deeply religious man which means that 
he is not involved in a hoax and would 
never want to become part, of one. If he 
says that he saw' five objects in the sky, 
then he saw them. His story confirms 
the story told by Mike. 

The Air Force, many UFO organi¬ 
zations and all the UFO debunkers will 
not listen to a report from a "repeater.” 
They believe that seeing a UFO is 
such a rare event, that no one w r ould be 
fortunate enough to see a UFO more 
than once. That is, of course, if you 


grant that there are firing saucers 
which most debunkers don't. How-ever, 
that belief, with no basis in fact, has 
acted as a screen for many good UFO 
sightings. Using that premise, I would 
have to write off the Gribovski sighting 
because he had seen UFOs on more 
than one occasion. 

Gribovski w r ould be in good com¬ 
pany, though. Dr. Clyde Tombaugh, 
discoverer oft he planet Pluto, had seen 
UFOs more than once and is, 
therefore, an unreliable observer. Dr. 
Leo Sprinkle, a psychologist at the 
University of Wyoming, has also seen 
more than one UFO. 

We could not, however, writeoff the 
sightings of the confirming witnesses 
for the same reason. Mike's father had 
only seen one UFO and that was with 
Mike. His friend, Mark Soderholm, 
had only seen one UFO and that was 
with Mike, When he called Douglas 
with still another sighting, it included 
people who had only seen UFOs on 
one occasion and that was the night 
that Gribovski called. In the end, we 
were stuck with a series of sightings, 
that could not be written off and we 
have the photographs to prove that 
something was in^the sky. 

There were also several other sight* 
mgs made by Gribovski when he was 
alone. One of them involved a brightly 
glowing, green disc, that hovered low 
over the street. Gribovski said that the 
glow- was bright enough that he could 
clearly see the street. There was a row 
of Hashing lights around the bottom of 
the disc and when it tilted slightly, he 
could see a portion had been “cut” 
from the underside. In the dome on 
top, there appeared to be structural 
beams. A very bright light in the dome 
made it seem to be translucent. 
Moments after Gribovski spotted the 
ojbect, it took off. "There was a blast of 
wind as it tilted and it shot up. It was 
gone in seconds.” 

The Gribovski pictures are not one 
of a kind. On several other occasions 
people have tried to photograph UFOs 
and have gotten streaks of light 
instead. Many of them show the 
dashed line that indicates some kind of 
flashing light. Three of the first such 
pictures were taken in June 1952, just 
prior to the massive wave of July. 

On August 19, 1952, Mel Neff, a 
part owmer of a photo store in 
Elizabeth, New Jersey, called the field 
office of the 108th CIC Detachment at 
Newark Field to report a possible UFO 
sighting. He told officers there that he 
had a series of pictures belonging io a 
customer that showed several objects. 


Since he had belonged to ATIC (Air 
Technical intelligence) in World War 
II, he thought that the pictures might 
he of interest to them. 

Apparently it was of interest, 
because later that day, officers inter¬ 
viewed both Neff and the photograph¬ 
er, Charles Muhr. Muhrtold them that 
he had been trying to photograph the 
moon during the week of 6-12 June, 
1952, at about 11 p.m. It wasn’t until 
after the film was developed that the 
objects showed up. Muhr had no idea 
what they were or how they had gotten 
onto his film. 

Air Force investigations revealed 
that Muhr had used a 35 mm camera 
with a tripod* He used a shutter 
opening of 2,7 and various lengths of 
exposure, from 23 to 25 minutes. The 
camera was pointed in the general 
direction of Staten Island, New- York, 
The pictures w r ere unique in one other 
area. They were taken using color film. 

The Air Force, being much more 
candid in 1952 than they w f ere at any 
other time of their investigations, 
admitted that they didn’t have an 
answ-er and called the sighting, "un¬ 
identified." Later, they wrould ignore 
pictures of objects if the witnesses 
didn’t see them, overlooking the fact 
that many types of radiation will 
appear on film, even if it is invisible to 
the naked eye. Even heat will make the 
object appear brighter on film than to 
the eye. 

Others, while attempting to photo¬ 
graph astronomical events, have been 
able to take pictures of UFOs and 
Japan has had a rash of these sightings. 
One of the best of the pictures w r as 
taken on May 18, 1972, by Kazutaka 
Fujita, a junior high school student 
very interested in astronomy. He was 
preparing to photograph the star fields 
as he does every night when he noticed 
a bright object appear in the 
south. Fujita set the camera and took 
several photographs as the object shot 
across the sky, 

APRO’s representative for Japan, 
Jun-lchi Takanashi, heard about the 
picture and obtained a copy of it. He 
said that it could not be definitely 
labeled as a UFO* but that the path 
taken by the object tends to rule out 
airplanes, balloons and artificial satel¬ 
lites, 

The photograph, which appears in 
the A PRO Bulletin for May 1973, is 
compared w r ith one taken six years 
earlier. John T. Hopf, APRO’s photo- 
analyst was trying to photograph the 
flight of the Geminid Meteor Shower 
(Please turn page) 
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on December 13, 1966, with his tour 
Kodak medalist cameras. Three of the 
cameras recorded only three meteors, 
while the fourth photographed 12 
curving and pulsating paths. 

Hoff believes that the pictures were 
taken while he was changing the film in 
two of the cameras with his back to the 
south. It was during this time that the 
12 objects flew over. After studying the 
film in detail, he could find no 
explanations for the tracks. 

The APRO Bulletin speculates that 
Hoft and Fujita photographed a 
similar phenomenon. One picture 
seems to add credibility to the other 
and now both can support Gribovski's 
pictures. The trails seen in all look 
quite a bit alike. 

Since June, Gribovski has seen other 
UFOs. He has managed to take 
another photograph and has submitted 
it for analysis. He still calls Douglas 
after UFO sightings but there is 
nothing else to be done. I have told him 
that he should attempt to take movies

course would carry it toward the 
mid-Florida coast. In mid-flight it 
stopped, flew north by five degrees, 
stopped again and then resumed a 
northwest course which would intersect 
the coast of Florida, its natural landfall 
being Sebastain Inlet. Arriving at this 
point it gradually curved northward, 
passing over Patrick Air Force Base 
and Cape Kennedy Missile Launch 
Range, thereafter veering over the 
Atlantic Ocean toward the northeast 
and disappearing in the night sky. This 
sighting was witnessed by an electron¬ 
ics engineer, a friend, five miles north 
of my position, Weconcluded this to be 
the first recorded reconnaissance mis¬ 
sion of this nation’s great missile 
launch range. 

My excitement was running high. 
After all,! had just witnessed w T hat I 
considered the most spectacular event 
of my lifetime! There was little room 
for doubt, for I knew that my life would 
somehow undergo drastic change, 1 
also had an awareness that greater 
dramfic events would soon transpire. 
Destiny was to favor me, and my 
expectations were soon fulfilled. Three 
weeks passed and as I continued to 
search the southern skies, w^est to east, 
I became impatient and somewhat 
irritated, for nothing out of the 
ordinary was seen. Then through sheer 
accident (so I thought) I noticed a light 
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of one of the objects, but so far he has 
been unsuccessful. 

When first given the case in June, it 
seemed to be completely without an 
explanation or without the need to 
draw* on other sightings. The fixed 
shutter speed and nature of the camera 
ruled out trickery. But, more informa¬ 
tion showed that there was no fixed 
shutter speed and that there were ways 
to fake the picture. In fact, I met one 
man who M plays” with Polaroid 
cameras as if they were toys. He 
claimed that he could duplicate 
anything at any time. 

Although his attempts were far from 
perfect, he w^as able to do amazing 
things. However, he is a semi- 
professional photographer and has 
spent years studying the Polaroid 
camera, Gribovski, as mentioned 
earlier, hadn’t seen an 5X-70 until six 
days before the picture was taken. 
Months after it, he was still rather 
unfamiliar with the camera. 


on the ground, less than a half mile 
afar, in a wooded area to the west. 

Ordinarily 1 suppose a light in this 
vicinity would not have aroused my 
interest. Since having the first experi¬ 
ence. my suspicions were somehow 
acutely tuned. This light I observed 
had a diamond-like brilliance; this 
struck me as very peculiar. Then, as 1 
watched in complete fascination, this 
light softened and became the color of 
a small orange or red flame. It seemed 
to pulsate in no particular rhythm and 
in so doing it grew in size. Suddenly, 
tw o more lights appeared below * 
forming a perfect triangle. Because of 
my prior Navy experience and two 
years at Cape Kennedy, plus living in 
an area close to an Air Force Base, I 
had a certain familiarity with aircraft 
lights. Tilts odd configuration that I was 
observing seemed to fit no recognizable 
pattern. The triangle of flame would 
pulsate for a few^ seconds, and then to 
my utter amazement, five more sets of 
lights would appear in dose formation 
on a line to the left, following the same 
sequence. Consuming approximately a 
minute and a half, all lights would 
extinguish themselves as on signal. 
These events would occur nightly from 
sundown (6:45 p.m. and no later than 
7:30 p.rh.) for a period of thirty days. 
Two exceptions were noted: one night 
they delayed until 9:30 p.m, and on 
another occasion it w F as as late as 10:30 
p.m. 

During this period I was aware of 
what l was looking at, but due to the 


This does demonstrate an important 
point. No single, still photograph wifi 
ever provide enough proof to convince 
the skeptic that UFOs are spacecraft. 
No matter how f sincere the witness or 
how many witnesses there are, some 
one will be able to duplicate or fake the 
picture. This does not mean that 
Gribovski is a practical joker. His 
pictures are very interesting and add 
weight to the UFO proof but they are 
not absolute proof. Coupled with other 
similar pictures, the evidence becomes 
almost overwhelming. 

The Gribovski case adds a new* 
dimension to the UFO problem. Here 
is a case where the occupants of the 
UFOs tried to steal the picture but 
were not concerned enough with it to 
finish the job. They have reappeared 
on several occasions providing an 
opportunity for more pictures to be 
taken. In the end, they may give away 
their biggest asset, their ability to make 
people believe they don’t exist. # 


strange and almost eerie chain of 
events, l found it very difficult to 
reconcile. Then, on the thirty-first day, 
I drove into the yard facing a westerly 
direction, I was late getting home from 
w T ork; the time was 6:45 p.m. As 1 
reached forward to cut the ignition, I 
glanced up, and there rising off the 
ground in full view f were six beautiful 
gaseous orange to red looking spheres. 
Having no time to pick up a witness, I 
backed hurriedly out of the yard and 
raced south to the only direct road to 
the west. 

As I turned onto this road, these 
spheres were crossing in perfect 
echelon formation. Ill cy we re about 75 
feet off the ground and traveling at 
some 5 miles per hour. Holding this 
formation for about thirty seconds, 
they suddenly broke and regrouped 
into an inverted “V” formation. No 
erratic movements, only precision 
maneuvering. Quartering a stiff 12 
knot wind out of the southeast they 
again broke formation and seemed to 
be enjoying freedom of movement. 1 
had the strangest feeling that they were 
very happy to be airborne and on their 
way, almost as if they had projected the 
thought. 

As the distance increased, I pulled 
over on the shoulder of the road, 
parked my truck, climbed out on top to 
gain a better view. As 1 continued to 
observe, their course carried them 
some mile and a half away from my 
position, hi an instant they became 
motionless in the night sky. All lights 



were extinguished except for one 
sphere. This remaining sphere tilted, 
exposing the familiar saucer shape. As 
they were undergoing this process the 
gaseous effect originally given off 
suddenly changed to a brilliant white 
magnesium. This material melted and 
ran to the edges of this craft, 
disappeared and on the same curve 
underneath, reappeared in huge white 
drops. These drops ran down some¬ 
thing that seemed to be suspended 
beneath the spacecraft. With just 
traces of the top shell visible by 
remaining segments of this magnesi¬ 
um, these and the drops below cooled 
over the next ten to fifteen minutes. 
Thereafter nothing remained but the 
blackness of' the night sky. Total time 
at this sighting was forty-five minutes. 

A brief analysis was made which 
produced the following: The nightly 
pulsation of lights we felt indicated 
either an ignition warmup or concern¬ 
ed some type of a power booster system 
for the purpose of telemetering, 
communications, homing beacon, etc. 
It was also concluded that they were 
aware of my surveillance due to the fact 
that their course was carrying them 
away from me on an angle. Yet, they 
kept a full 360 degree sphere facing my 
direction. Their size was estimated at 
60-100 feet in diameter, this compar¬ 
ing to a forty foot roadway. It was first 
thought that the melting process was a 
malfunction, but due to the fact the 
drops were never observed reaching the 
ground, it was decided that this was 
some reclaiming/heat dissipation/re¬ 
distribution process. 

We then undertook to examine what 
we felt was the most significant factor 
of all. How long had they occupied 
their position on the ground, and what 
was their purpose. As previously 
stated, I had these units under nightly 
observation for a period of 31 days. 
Searching my memory for any clue that 
would be of value at this time, it came 
to me in a flash. Seven months prior to 
this incident I recalled a very strange 
sequence of events. Not being too 
sound a sleeper, I was rudely awakened 
one morning at 2:30 a. m. Sleeping next 
to the bedroom window, 1 immediately 
sat up and grabbed the curtain, fully 
expecting to see someone standing 
there facing me. Somewhat confused 
and disappointed after examining the 
darkness outside, which revealed noth¬ 
ing, I dropped the curtain and crawled 
out over the end of the bed, careful not 
to awaken my wife, l walked the length 
of our mobile home to the front 
bedroom, examining the possibility 


that one of the children might have 
cried out in a dream. As I stood there in 
the darkness and observed, they were 
as restful and relaxed as could be, 
showing no outward signs of anything 
but peaceful repose, 1 then returned to 
the living room, still in darkness, and 
lit a cigarette, all the while making a 
cursory examination of the room. 

During this time I had the most 
peculiar feeling that I was being 
watched or that someone else was in my 
presence! This feeling persisted, and as 
I returned to my bedroom I lifted the 
other half of the curtain. Peering into 
the darkness I saw' a small spewing 
orangish-red flame, located in approx¬ 
imately the same area as the previous 
mentioned sighting. My first and only 
impression at that time was that in my 
earlier life I had seen a dead tree stump 
burn. This accounted for the spewing 
motion and satisfied me completely. 

Returning to bed without further 
qualm, I slept until being awakened by 
an alarm the following morning. Upon 
rising, this disturbance was still upon 
my mind, 1 asked my wife, who was 
busy getting the kids ready for school, 
if our neighbor had burned the^ 
adjacent field the previous day. As the 
children had somehow aggravated her, 
she gave me a short answer declaring 
that he might have, she didn't 
remember. This seemed to satisfy me 
and I immediately forgot the incident. 
Here I should mention that the mobile 
home park w ? e lived in was on the 
outskirts of this small town. The 
mobile home we occupied was on the 
outside perimeter, the last one next to 
what we termed the “boondocks/' 
which is descriptive of most un¬ 
occupied Florida terrain and is com¬ 
prised of nothing but scrub palmette 
and pine. 

Discussing this series of events in 
relation to the other sightings w r e w f ere 
forced to conclude the possibility of 
these units occupying the same position 
on the ground for a period of seven 
months or longer. We were aware that 
all military bases had been reconed, 
along with all areas of natural 
resources. This seemed to fit neither 
catagory. The nearest Air Force base 
was eleven miles north and beyond that 
Cape Kennedy w-as another 25 miles. 
We examined the possibility that they 
had occupied this position for the 
purpose of establishing a beacon for 
some other flight to follow or the one 
previously mentioned. Hi is at the time 
didn't seem to make sense, because we 
felt that with their capabilities being 
far beyond ours, it w-ould be no 


problem for them to pick up the 
landfall presented by the Sebastain 
Inlet. After talking with an authority 
on the subject we agreed that because 
there was no moon on the night of my 
first sighting, they could have very' well 
been casting an electronic signal or 
beacon. 

Immediately following this sighting I 
thought it time to do some research. It 
w'as in this manner that I learned of the 
ridicule arid disdain the authorities 
had for this subject. By virtue of this I 
withheld reporting this incident to the 
established agencies. I did try to make 
the local Air Force cogizant of what 
had happened. At the,time they were 
experimenting with multi-million arc 
flares (which at the time were highly 
secret) on an unused bomb range 
which was located 35 miles to the 
southwest. It was the Air Force's 
expressed opinion that whatever I had M 
seen could no doubt be contributed to 
this source. It was my opinion then, 
and it remains even more so due to 
other related sightings since that time, 
the United States Air Force position 
was one of grave error. Had there been 
any sensible follow -up of this case the 
commanding general of the Air Force 
Eastern Test Range Cape Kennedy 
one year later w'ould not have been 
placed in the position of having to call 
this observer for a copy of one of the 
most significant sightings of the times. 

For beyond any shadow' of doubt, 
this sighting, which could have been 
foretold as indicated, was the official 
notice by aliens that their reconnoiter- 
ing of this nation's missile launch 
complex and the downrange islands, 
Houston, Huntsville* etc. was of 
serious intent. 

Science and the Air Force, ready 
with video cameras, radar coverage, 
theodolites or whatever, w-ould now' 
have a fortyftwo minute pictoral 
documentary, an irrefutable proof of 
alien spacecraft invading the atmos¬ 
phere over these military installations. 
As it was, they w-ere completely 
unaware of this sighting until after it 
had happened. You, the interested 
public, will have to decide whether this 
sounds at all like what has been 
presented to you? •

discuss the preparation of a case file 
giving the official Air Force explan¬ 
ation for every sighting portrayed in 
the film. 

"When the film was released in 
May 1956* the ‘storm of controver¬ 
sy 1 turned out to be little more than 
a light mist. UFO was successful, 
but it did not cause flying saucer 
hysteria* criticism of the Air Force, 
or more UFO reports," (pp. 144-145) 

Air Force concern was probably 
legitimate at the time, for Greene had 
gone straight to the source by getting 
technical assistance from people like 
Chop* Ruppelt and Dewey J. Fournet 
Jr. (Fournet* as an AF Major, had been 
the AF UFO Project Monitor), 

Clarence Greene demanded realism 
in his movie. Several key people played 
their own roles. Many of the "extras” 
in U.F.O. were officials or members of 
the Los Angeles Sheriffs Department 
who had had experiences with UFOs 
and UFO reports. They offered their 
cooperation by "moonlighting" in the 
movie. And while it is true that U.F.O. 
is a film composed of unknown actors, 
there is a scene during portrayal of the 
legendary 1952 radar-visual* sightings 
over Washington* D,C, where a 
well-known name is involved. The 
voice of the pilot of “Red Dog One*" 
who is surrounded by UFOs while in 
flight, is that of veteran actor Harry 
Morgan, who plays Col. Sherman 
Potter on the television series* 
M*A*S*H. 

Despite Greene’s painstaking con¬ 
cern for authenticity (even the script 
went through some severe changes in 
the interest of accuracy—the final 
production seems totally unlike many 
of the original pages of the script), 
U.F.O. did not "make bucks” at the 
theaters. This seems to be a real 
anomaly, considering the period inter¬ 
est and enthusiasm for unusual and 
science-fiction films. Why didn’t 
U.F.O. captivate everybody with its 
enticement for real oddities? 

At any rate* according to Albert 
Chop in a letter he w rote me in 1966 (he 
was then Deputy Public Affairs Officer 
tor NASA in Houston)* "The docu¬ 
mentary tLF*0. accurately portrays 
my role in Project Bluebook. We tried* 
and I think succeeded* in keeping the 
film honest and accurate, 

"Perhaps that is the main reason 
why the producer and all participants 
failed to realize any monetary gains 


from the effort. According to the 
books,” Chop certified, "the producer 
lost over a hundred thousand. 

"Maybe a little of the Hollywood 
touch would have helped." 

I asked Greene why the movie loti 
money at the box office. Was it 
possible. 1 queried in a letter, that the 
country wasn’t ready for the docu¬ 
mentary-like motion picture in 1956? 

"It is possible*” he replied, "but the 
audience wasn’t ready,” 

He had "no way of knowing” how 
U.F.O. might have done if it were 
filmed today instead of in 1956, 
Further, Greene disclosed that * he 
never considered making a U.F.O. 
PART II, 

No matter* though, how the movie 
fared at the theaters. UFO researchers 
and "fans” can be grateful to Clarence 
Greene for his concern with honesty in 
the documentary, 

“I made U.F.O. because of a simple* 
but most urgent belief,” Greene stated 
when the movie opened in 1956* "that 
the public should know- the true facts 
about flying saucers." 

Well* what about Ai Chop and 
UFOs? This is the man whose 
background of UFO knowledge and 
work for the government in the early 
fifties precipitated Clarence Greene’s 
efforts in making a movie about his 
official UFO experiences. 

Prior to Chop's assignment to the 
Pentagon’s UFO Press Desk, Chop 
acted as Chief of the Press Section* 
Headquarters, Air Materiel Com¬ 
mand, USAF, at Wright-Patterson 
AFB, At that time he wrote press 
releases* unsigned articles and re¬ 
sponses to various inquiries. These 
duties were routine to the job. Among 
the unsigned pieces Chop wrote was 
one on helicopters which were becom¬ 
ing popular for use in the Korean 
conflict. The article saw print in 
Newsweek and assorted newspapers 
across the country. 

Chop’s opinion about UFOs at the 
time was: "This whole saucer business 
is pure, unadulterated bunk,” He was 
as confirmed a skeptic as there could 
be. 

However, after his promotion to 
Chief of the Press Section at A.M.C.* 
he began to change his mind. Chop 
talked with top government personnel 
who were certain UFOs existed. He 
learned the government was, indeed* 
vitally concerned about UFOs. 

When he was transferred to the 
Pentagon’s Press Section, by request of 
Colonel Richard Searles, Chop—much 
to his surprise—was assigned directly 


to UFO investigation. It was here that 
he met Maj. Dewey Fournet of the 
Current Intelligence Branch, Chop 
worked closely with Fournet (UFO 
Project Monitor) and Capt, Ruppelt* 
head of Project Bluebook. Throughout 
the months he served with the official 
project, Chop cautiously began to 
accept the reality of UFOs. 

What caliber of UFO sightings did it 
take to alter his skepticism of "Hying 
saucers?” One early report from 1951, 
mentioned in U.F.O., w-as sophistic- 
cated enough to make a big impression 
on Al Chop. He recently recalled: 

"There w T as a report from General 
Mills’ scientists who w-ere tracking a 
large weather balloon with a theodo¬ 
lite,” Chop began, "They saw an object 
descend on their balloon and make 
several passes at it. When the balloon 
was retrieved* it had a ten-foot dent in 
its side. The report contained figures 
on elevation* wind direction* and 
details on the appearance and exit of 
the UFO.” 

Considering the position Al Chop 
held* enviable from the viewpoint of a 
UFO researcher, it is easy to realize 
how the Pentagon’s Press Chief became 
a believer. 

"You must remember*" he contin¬ 
ued, "that 1 was privy to the project 
files. These contained hundreds of 
official reports of UFO encounters 
made by military personnel from all 
b ranch es o 1‘ l he service, Th ey we re all 
classified with a high degree of security 
classification. 

"Almost all of these made pretty 
scary reading from the verbatim 
< escriptions of the pilots concerned.” 

By the time Chop viewed the famous 
Utah and Montana films* two years 
later* his observation of them "merely 
strengthened my personal beliefs and 
theories on the subject of UFOs, . .1 
leaned heavily toward the extraterres¬ 
trial theory prior to viewing the 
Montana and Newhouse films." 

Chop described for me what it w^as 
really like to have been on the scene 
during the incredible incidents depict¬ 
ed in U.F.O. Without a doubt, his 
most hectic time with the official 
project came during the classic month 
of July 1952/ when up to 14 UFOs (at 
one time) appeared several times over 
Washington* D.C, On July 20* when 
the things first flew over the nation's 
capital* Chop was home sleeping 
through the chaos. But for the next 
week his desk was bombarded with 
press queries from across the country. 

Then* a week later* Al Chop really 
became firmly involved in UFO 


history, It was July 26, around 
midnight, when the phone at his home 
rang, 

“The initial phone call was received 
from the FA A Public Information 
Officer at the airport (Washington 
National).* 1 The officer told Chop the 
UFOs over D.C. were being tracked on 
radar. - 

*T told him I would be there as 
quickly as I could make it. After 
dressing, I called Major Fountet at his 
home and gave him what information 1 
had. 1 asked my wife, Dolores, to come 
with me." This is one of the few points 
on which the movie and reality differ. 
In U.F.O. Chop (played by Tom 
Towers) tells his wife “Don’t wait up” 
and leaves for the airport by himself. 

Speeding to Washington National, 
the Chops kept looking skyward, 
hoping to see the objects which some 
people were seeing visually. There was 
nothing in sight, 

“I was rather apprehensive, but for no 
particular reason," Chop recalls. “All 
reports (of previous sightings) failed to 
mention any hazard to the observers. 1 
did wonder what fate had decreed that 
1 would be a part of the UFO project. 

“In my haste I did probably run a 
few red lights or stop signs. However, 
there was extremely light traffic at that 
time of morning, and I made the trip in 
a matter of 20 minutes or less." 

The movie U,F,G,, like many 
written accounts of the Washington 
National sightings* concerned itself 
with the prominent details, I thought it 
would be interesting to ask Chop about 
the lesser known, obscure factors of his 
arrival at the aiq^ort, 

“Well,” he went on, "a routine 
evening in an airport traffic control 
center can best be described as 
exceedingly monotonous. , ,at least 
back in 1952 when most airplanes were 
slow prop jobs and air travel was not at 
its heyday. The military planes had 
their own airport facilities and were not 
using Washington National runways 
except on special occasions. So, there 
usually was very little conversation 
among tower personnel except the 
routine conversation. . .and the usual 
low-key conversation between con¬ 
trollers and aircraft pilots flying in 
their vicinity.” 

But, true to the setting of the motion 
picture which dramatized this summer 
night in 1952, “The atmosphere. . . 
was ‘electric/ Everyone was aware that 
something unusual was going on, 

"There were at least a dozen news 
media representatives on hand. They 
were confined to an ante room outside 


the radar room. They were all 
clamoring for access to the radar." 
Chop immediately gave permission for 
the newsmen to watch the unknowns 
on the radar scope. “So, we had a 
mixed bag of reporters, including 
photographers, government personnel 
and airport control operators. Major 
Fournet arrived soon after I let the 
reporters into the room,” 

In U.F.O., Chop is seen to refuse 
reporters access to the radar, which is 
inaccurate, though news personnel 
were asked to leave during intercept 
attempts, as was Mrs. Chop. 

I asked Chop how everyone in the 
scope room felt when one of the 
pursuing pilots (Red Dog One) was 
surrounded by UFOs visually and on 
radar. Was there a sense of helpless¬ 
ness or disbelief? 

“Disbelief. . .No! Helplessness. . , 
Yes!” he insisted. “As we looked up at 
each other while watching that inter¬ 
cept attempt, you could imagine each 
of us trying to think of something that 
would be helpful. 

“I might also add there were no 
disbelievers around that scope. We all 
knew these objects represented some¬ 
thing with which we could not cope." 
All of this happened for several hours, 
while the radar room was in constant 
contact with the radar personnel at 
Andrews AFB (where UFOs were 
simultaneously tracked on radar). 
"These people were as apprehensive as 
we.” 

Skipping ahead to the present year, I 
asked Chop if his views on UFOs had 
changed since 1956, when the movie 
portrayed him as accepting the extra¬ 
terrestrial theory for UFOs. 

“I have not changed my theories on 
this subject as expressed in the film, 
except to consider the possibility that 
these objects could originate from 
another dimension in time and space. 

“It does seem improbable that 
physical objects can travel the vast 
distances between star systems in a 
profitable time span. . .as we measure 
time and longevity here on our planet 
Earth.” Chop has apparently done 
some thinking in this realm; he has 
discussed, for example, various theor¬ 
ies on what happens to dying stars that 
eventually become “holes" in space, 
with top physicists. 

Clarence Greene indicated in 1956 
that Chop was reluctant to assist with 
U.F.O. Chop bears this out. 

“When first approached about 
helping with the documentary back in 
1954, I was extremely wary about 
getting involved. However, in subse¬ 


quent discussions with Greene and 
Russell Rouse, 1 became convinced 
they really wanted to do an unbiased, 
objective documentary that would shed 
some light on this subject for the 
general public. 

“A secondary, yet very important 
objective, was to try to stimulate more 
interest in UFOs among the scientific 
personnel in our country.” 

Did you tike the finished product? 
Any regrets about the movie? 

“I continue to have mixed emotions 
concerning our efforts, I think we did 
make a contribution. . .but we didn’t 
achieve our goals, I am reminded of 
this every time I meet up w ith, or read 
about, an individual who flatly states 
there is nothing to the subject, 

“One wonders/ 1 Chop considers, 
“what it will take to get people on 
Earth vitally interested. 

“I wince when I think of the cost of 
the University of Colorado’s ‘Condon 
Study.' It is so damn obvious to anyone 
involved in the project that the 
‘findings’ are nothing but a calculated 
farce. But why? Somewhere, there’s a 
reasoned motive 1 will never under¬ 
stand." 

Drawing again on his own experi¬ 
ences with the official UFO investiga¬ 
tion, A l Chop commented on a couple 
of names which are familiar to many 
UFO researchers. 

"It was interesting to observe from 
the sidelines how Dr. Robert L. Baker 
changed 180 degrees from a disbeliever 
to one embracing the extraterrestrial 
theory as a result of his study of the 
Montana and Newhouse films. In 
similar fashion, it was interesting to 
observe the change in Allen Hynek. I 
met him many years ago when his 
primary mission in the project seemed 
to be that of casting discredit on all 
those w'ho reported UFO encounters." 

Chop finally left the Press Desk at 
the Pentagon “because it was apparent 
the lid was back on the project and I 
don’t believe in working in a vacuum." 
Nor did he like working in the 
Washington, D.C, area. 

His only recent efforts on the UFO 
subject went into the syndicated TV 
documentary, UFOs: Past, Present 
and Future, presented by Alien Sand¬ 
ler. Chop had not seen the feature, but 
heard from various people that it was a 
“good effort," 

“Clarence Greene and Russel Rouse, 
as well as Allen Sandler, all lived up to 
niy expectations as well as their own 
word concerning film documentaries. I 
have no regrets over being part of their 
( P/ease turn page) 
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efforts* I am disappointed that we 
could not achieve more with the 
material we had to work with, but l 
think we did make a good start/’ 

In response to a question about UFO 
investigations of today, Chop believes 
"the news media has come a long way 
in their treatment of UFO reports* 
Unfortunately, the government policy 
has not changed noticeably, . ,it still 
exudes an air of disinterest in the 
subject, . ,itisdowmplayedasbeingof 
no particular importance* It is regret¬ 
table that our government officials 
cannot be mOre candid about their 
activities in this respect*” 

Seemingly, Chop doesn’t buy the 
story that the government stopped 
investigating UFOs when Project Blue- 
book closed; “Our military forces and 
national security agencies have the 
continuing responsibility of investigat¬ 
ing everything and anything that might 
prove a "possible 1 threat to our country. 

"It follows, then, quite naturally, 
that UFOs must continue to be 
investigated thoroughly, , .or the 
agencies concerned are not doing their 
assigned job. 

Chop indicated a preference that 
might surprise veteran UFO research¬ 
ers* “I would welcome an opportunity 
to be involved in any official govern¬ 
ment program dealing with UFOs. 

“It would have to be an objective, 
unclassified effort, with security class* 
ification limited to a genuine need to 
safeguard our own hardware perform¬ 
ance. And,” he reflected, offering a 
quick qualifying remark, "since that 
will never come about in my lifetime, I 
prefer to sit on the sidelines as an 
observer,” 

"That’s my reasoning," Chop said, 
“and it goes all the way back through 
Projects Sign, Grudge and Bluebook, 
which should tell you something about 
the continuing need for study efforts*" 

A1 Chop, With his background, he 
could only be an asset to a private UFO 
investigation* He departed from 
NICAP many years ago because “UFO 
authors” had distorted his image and 
tried to tie in his UFO-NICAP 
affiliation with his NASA employment* 
There was no such connection, but 
Chop, tired of the lies and angered by 
the inaccuracies, left the UFO scene. 

Aside for his respect for the movie 
that portrayed him so well, Chop is a 
good long-time friend of Major Donald 
E, Keyhoe(USMC, ret*) and staunchly 
lauds Keyhoe's pioneering UFO work, 

Al Chop. After these years, he keenly 
reinforces what many UFO rescachers 
tend to forget: 
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“Someone, somewhere, has got to 
have the responsibility in our national 
security' plans to continue the invest i* 
gat ion of unknown objects reported in 
our skies . ” 

Dewey J. Fournet Jr. is presently 
employed as a member of management* 
in a large international chemical 
company. Like Chop, he stays quite 
busy with his job, and he isn’t a 
publicity-seeker in any sense. As a 
matter of fact, when it comes to UFOs 
these days, Fournet stays very "low 
key,” 

He offered me some rather profound 
dialogue, however, dealing with his 
involvement in the Air Force UFO 
project in the early fifties. He, Chop 
and Ruppelt worked closely together 
on the official UFO investigation. 

And, like many other knowledgeable 
contributors, Fournet provided techni¬ 
cal experience during the making of 
U-F.O. 

Foumet’s role in the Air Force was 
intelligence, He served in the Army 
nearly four years in World War II, and 
for the last three years of that period he 
performed intelligence work in the 
Army Air Force. The Air Force became 
a separate operation soon after the 
war, and Fournet’s reserve commission 
was transferred from the Army to the 
Air Force, 

In April 1951, Fournet found 
himself recalled to active Air Force 
duty and he was sent to Air Command 
and Staff School until August. He was 
soon assigned to Intelligence at the 
Pentagon. 

"'Shortly afterwards,” he recalls, **I 
was assigned official Headquarters 
responsibility for the UFO program, 
serving as Monitor for Project Blue- 
book and handling UFO-related intell¬ 
igence matters,” 

Major Fournet left active service— 
and the UFO project—in January 
1953, having racked up five and a half 
years with the military during the two 
periods* 

“I w r as indeed a UFO skeptic when I 
was first assigned to the program/’ 
Fournet states, "At some point during 
the first few r months of my assignment 
—probably during early 1952—I be¬ 
came convinced that the subject 
deserved serious attention, 

"‘This change/’ he Indicates, “occur¬ 
red as a result of my exposure to the 
project files and the study of the 
steadily increasing volume of sighting 
reports. 

"'I didn’t become a ‘believer’ in the 
popular sense/’ he cautions* “I simply 
changed my posture from complete 


disdain of the subject to one of 
conviction that it needed serious 
study*” 

Fournet, whose comments typify an 
intelligence officer w r ho treated his 
work seriously, explained that the 
USAF had to learn as much as it could 
about the UFO phenomenon, “if for no 
other reason than to be able to discern 
a potential Soviet attack through the 
background ’static' created by the 
deluge of UFO reports in 1952.” 

Nowadays, admitting that scientific 
curiosity had to remain subordinated 
during his active USAPparticipation, 
Fournet hopes that science will take a 
major role in identifying UFOs. 

In the movie U.F.CL, Fournet (who 
did not play himself, though he 
approved every line of his part in the 
script) show's Al Chop the Montana 
and Utah UFO films. In reality he, like 
Chop, Found the films very curious. 
Following lab tests and witness inter¬ 
views involving the Utah film, Fournet 
turned out to be one of the people 
responsible for classifying Delbert 
Newhease’s filmed UFOs as “un¬ 
knowns,” 

Dewey Fournet has played a mostly 
silent role as a member of NICAP’s 
Board of Governors since 1957, He 
recently attended the well-attended 
UFO conference held at Fort Smith, 
Arkansas (where, in fact, the Loren- 
zens of AFRO kindly told him of my 
interest in interviewing him). 

Again, thinking back, he summed 
up his view's on the government’s 
efforts to explain UFOs. 

“Personally, I regret the fact that the 
government no longer associates itself 
with this subject, although I feel no 
remorse whatsoever over the burial of 
the USAF project because of the 
extremely negative path that it general¬ 
ly followed after 1953* 

“Captain Ruppelt confided to me 
that he could see the negativism 
developing following the report by the 
CIA Scientific Panel in early 1953, and 
this was the main reason for his request 
to be reassigned from the project." • 

Fournet is keen, probably with 
justification, in emphasizing that the 
Air Force was mainly concerned with 
whether UFOs w'ere a threat to 
national security. However, “w'hen the 
CIA Scientific Panel concluded in 1953 
that no threat was evident, the Air 
Force philosophy seems to have 
undergone drastic modification with 
minor variations until the project was 
disbanded following the infamous 
Condon report.” 

If a government agency with a less 


limited mission had been funded to 
study UFOs, according to Fournet, we 
might have had some of the answers to 
UFOs. 

"Since this has never been done, I 
feel that it was proper for privately 
funded organizations to move into the 
vacuum," But there are problems, 

"For example," Fournet concedes, 
"there are few totally serious organi¬ 
zations. Too many have sprung up on 
the fringe element, either to promote 
preconceived philosophies and/or ‘sol¬ 
utions' or to realize monetary wind¬ 
falls. Then, the few sound organi¬ 
zations represent a fragmentation of 
resources and overlapping efforts, as a 
consequence of which no one is able to 
bring to bear all the available talent in 
one coordinated attack on the prob¬ 
lem." 

Dewey Fournet—via Major Fournet 
—was portrayed in U.F/O. in several 
scenes. Like A1 Chop, he was present 
during the famous Washington 
National sightings in 1952. 

"My involvement in the Washington 
, , .incidents did entail hectic days and 
nights, although these sightings were 
merely a small part of an unbelievable 
hectic period of eight or nine months in 
1952," The advantage during the 
National sightings was that Fournet 
didn’t have to depend on*eyewitness 
accounts. He was on the scene, 
observing the UFOs on radar. 

"My attention to what was going on, 
however, was tar from undivided— 
long distance phone calls to handle, 
fighter interceptor requests to make, 
reporters outside to be satisfied, etc." 

At this point in reality, there arises 
another conflict in what U.F,G. 
portrays. 

“In fact, I wasn't even present when 
a fighter pilot reported that he was 
surrounded by UFOs," Fournet ex¬ 
plains, 

"In reviewing the movie script, 1 had 
taken issue with A1 Chop over this, and 
only after considerable discussion and 
reflection did I finally conclude that 
this occurred when 1 was on the phone, 
talking to Bob Ginna of Life." 

Discussing U.F.O., Fournet is care¬ 
ful to assert that the events in the movie 
are depicted as they are seen through 
the eyes of a public information 
officer (Chop). "Although the facts 
depicted are accurate," Fournet said, 
"actual operations in Intelligence were 
materially different in many respects 
from the impressions the movie can 
leave. Al happened to be a privileged 
recipient of considerable information 
because I had convinced my superiors 


in 1952 that all non-sensitive UFO 
information should be made available 
to the public. 

"Because of this," Fournet points 
out, "I tried to keep Al informed of all 
developments that i thought would 
provoke queries from the press and 
members of the public, 

"This was the only ‘open 1 period that 
I know- of in the entire existence of the 
UFO project," 

The written interview with Dewey 
Fournet included a final question. 

Do you feel a loi of important UFO 
information has been and/or is still 
being censored by certain government 
agencies? 

"To the best of my knowledge," he 
replied in conclusion, "there has never 
been any censoring per se, with the 
exception of deleting names of witness¬ 
es and any data pertaining to radar or 
intercept procedures, 

“On the other hand, I'm positive 
that the public was frequently fed 
misleading statistics and examples of 
reports that were atypical, intended 
only to make the subject appear to be 
entirely asinine," 

Straight talk from Dewey J, Fournet 
Jr., another important figure in UFO 
history who helped to add accuracy to 

U.F.O. 

Clarence Greene was well on his way 
to making his planned documentary a 
celluloid reality in late 1955. 

Al Chop had given the okay to basing 
the film on his experiences with the 
official UFO investigation. Dewey 
Fournet had offered to lend technical 
advice. Arrangements were underway 
for Edward Ruppelt to play his own 
role as well as give advice, Delbert 
Newhouse and Nicholas Mariana were 
available to be interviewed on film 
about the unexplained UFO films they 
had made. 

In addition, Greene had enlisted the 
aid of electronics engineer and radar 
specialist Wendell V. Swanson. Swan¬ 
son had built our first radar installa- . 
tion at Okinawa, and later analyzed 
many radar-confirmed UFO reports at 
Wright Field during the years the 
movie depicts. By 1954, he was a 
leading engineer in the missile guid¬ 
ance division of a West Coast aircraft 
plant. Like Ruppelt, Swanson played 
himself in U.F.O. 

The production staff was being 
readied as well. Exhaustive research by 
screenwriter Francis Martin was being 
put into script form and undergoing 
revision, Winston Jones, a Hollywood 
prop man, was about to assume a more 


strategic position as the director of 
U.F.O, 

Amidst all the organizing, docu¬ 
menting and double-checking, how¬ 
ever, there was still a key position to be 
filled. Someone had to play the role of 
Al Chop. 

That someone was found in the City 
Room of the now defunct Los Angeles 
Examiner. His name was Tom Towers, 
a writer who was then a senior member 
of the Aviation Writers Association. 
Towers recently recounted the events 
surrounding his selection for the part: 

“When U.F.O. came about, Al 
Chop recommended me to Greene- 
Rouse Productions as an active news¬ 
paperman who would fill the part he 
played as a member of Project 
Bluebook. Chop was then working in 
the public relations department of the 
Douglas Aircraft Company and I knew 
him through my aviation writing 
duties. So, after a few meetings with* 
Greene-Rouse—and a check with my 
editors at the Examiner—1 was able to 
get a 21-day leave to make the picture. 

"The picture was low-budget— 
under $200,000 I believe—and I 
furnished almost all my own wardrobe. 

I also furnished my own car for scenes 
requiring a vehicle, and the film was 
made in a small hideaway studio on the 
outskirts of Hollywood/' Towers em¬ 
phasizes that production was carried 
out under strict secrecy for fear that 
other companies might try to rush a 
competing film into print. Or perhaps 
to keep reporters away from the studio: 
"1 recall that my dressing room in this 
‘studio 1 was the men's room. What a 
put-down!" 

Tom Towers is very opinionated 
about his role in U.F.O, He regrets 
that he wasn't able to give the form of 
portrayal he had in mind. "This was 
because I was under the direction of a 
director who was following the script 
and taking orders from producers who 
were genuinely interested in presenting 
the facts, 1 do not offer this as 
criticism, but only as my own feeling, 1 
felt the film was too damn factual. It 
attracted two kinds of people: those 
who believed and those who did not. 
The broad middle mass could not have 
cared less—and you need that market 
to make a film successful at the box 
office." 

Tom Towers. He admits that as the 
highest paid performer in U.F.O., he 
only grossed SI ,500. 

In attempting to reach his goal of 
making U.F.O, a documentary of the 
highest standards, Clarence Greene 
(Please turn page) 
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sought out people and events that had 
the means to lend authenticity. For 
instance, even though the Newhouse 
(Utah) and Mariana (Montana) films 
had been shot in color—and U.F.O, 
was filmed in glorious black and 
white—Greene insisted on showing the 
UFO movies in their original color. 
Therefore, every point of U,F,G, 
contains color sections just to accom¬ 
modate these films. 

It might be argued that Clarence 
Greene left very little to chance in his 
selection of convincing UFO events. 
What better form of documentation 
could there be than to include an 
interview' with a commercial airlines 
pilot who, with crew and passengers 
aboard, actually encountered a UFO 
while in flight? 

Greene located an American Air¬ 
lines pilot who was still on duty with the 
company. His name w r as Capt. Willis 
T, Sperry ("Doc" Sperry, as he is 
know n to his friends), 

Sperry had made an important UFO 
sighting on May 29, 1950, at about 
9:30 in the evening. There was 
unlimited visibility, and Sperry's Am¬ 
erican Airlines flight w'as 60 miles 
southwest of Washington, D,C, f head¬ 
ed for Nashville, Tennessee, His 
aircraft was flying at 7,500 feet, 
Sperry (who retired from American 
in April, 1971, after 32 years of service) 
was about to make UFO history 1 , A 
UFO came into view, 

“I was turned around in my seat at 
the moment it appeared, getting a map 
out of a briefcase. My co-pilot called out, 
‘What is that—look out—it's coming 
right at us/ ” Sperry outlined what 
happened next, 

"I made an immediate right turn 
from a heading of approximately 230 
degrees to 320 degrees, 

“The object was a very bright 
shimmering blue light. We w r ere very 
interested in ascertaining its distance 
from us/’ 

As Sperry levelled off in flight, the 
UFO appeared to stop in the sky, 

"As I look back on this incident I 
recall that, at the time, it did not occur 
to me that 1 was seeing an object called 
a UFO. It was a very puzzling sight,” 
By the time the UFO appeared to stop, 
the stewardess and eight passengers 
had seen the light, along with Sperry, 
the co-pilot and the flight engineer. 
The object remained stationary for 
about 30 seconds before it began 
moving again. “At this time," contin¬ 
ued Sperry, “I started a left turn to 
keep it in view f , 

“There w r as a full moon in the 
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eastern sky; the object passed between 
us and the moon, and 1 got a definite 
silhouette of it. It appeared cigar¬ 
shaped, with no external (characteris¬ 
tics) protruding from it, 

"It circled around behind us and 
appeared on our right, w T here it again 
came to an apparent stop. How far was 
it from us? I will take a guess that it was 
five miles away* We really had no way 
of judging its distance, 

“After about 20 to 30 seconds/ 1 
Sperry relates, "it started moving 
eastbound, diming at about a 30 
degree angle. We watched it until it 
disappeared/ 1 

For this interview, "Doc” Sperry 
surprised this writer with further 
information on his sighting—data that 
is not generally known even to veteran 
researchers, 

"An eastbound American Airlines 
DC6 between Nashville and Knoxville 
at 19,000 feet /headed for Washington 
and flown by Capt, Henry Myers, 
observed what appeared to be a 
brilliant shooting star falling eastward 
from the zenith, 

"When it got to the horizon it 
stopped. They watched it for seconds 
as it seemed to move horizontally, then 
it disappeared, 

*7 talked to Myers after the incident 
and we correlated the time of my 
sighting with his, and it was exactly the 
same time , " 

Myers told Sperry that w'hat w'as 
most interesting w'as the fact that 
“shooting stars 1 ' don’t stop and 
change direction! 

“His aircraft w r as 450 nautical miles 
to the sGutwest of us," Sperry contin¬ 
ued, 

"I have been reluctant to report this, 
as he asked me at the time to please 
keep his sighting out of the news. He is 
now deceased. Capt , Henry Myers was 
the pilot of the Sacred Cow, which flew 
President Roosevelt during World War 
II, " Sperry added, (1 double-checked 
with Sperry to make sure he wanted 
this information released now; he did, 
and I'm glad.) 

Thus, Clarence Greene invited Sperry 
to tel! his story in ti.F.O, The interview 
took place at L.A, International 
Airport, 

Now, tw'enty years later, Willis 
Sperry is in partnership with another 
man, and he's still in the "flying 
business/ 1 though from a different 
point of view. Instead of just piloting 
assorted aircraft, Sperry now sells 
them, at his Orion Aircraft Sales 
Company (Van Nuys, California), 

Sperry was asked if he recalls 


receiving any public reaction or any 
reaction from American Airlines after 
his interview in U.F*0. appeared 
across the nation, "The public reaction 
at that time," he indicates, "and from 
American Airlines, was genuine inter¬ 
est," 

Sperry confirms that no particular 
physical effects resulted among any¬ 
body on the plane during or after the 
UFO sighting, 

“1 had no idea that this sighting 
would generate so much interest/' he 
confesses. "Almost everyone seemed 
genuinely interested in what I saw, I 
had several interviews with Air Force 
Intelligence personnel from Washing¬ 
ton, 

"American Airlines expressed only 
interest in what I saw and never issued 
any censorship orders to me." 

In the Greene-Rouse movie, Sperry 
was asked, “Have you ever seen any 
similar object, Captain?" He replies, 
“Never before or since," He feels the 
same today, 

"Although 1 observe probably more 
than the average layman for any 
unusual phenomena, 1 have never seen 
anything since then," 

Willis Sperry, Like so many pilots, 
he believes UFOs are more than 
products of the imagination. 

What is your opinion of UFOs in 
1976? 1 asked in conclusion, 

"I am very much of the opinion that 
there is some extraterrestrial phen¬ 
omenon that has not been explained," 
he advises. He believes that the 
findings of Erich von Daniken (Chari¬ 
ots of the Gods?) are very* convincing. 

But Sperry bases his belief on other 
events—like sightings by people who 
know' about things that fly—on the 
Earth and beyond, 

"The sightings by Apollo flights to 
the moon should convince most 
skeptics that this old Earth has been 
visited in the past as well as the 
present," 

Willis Sperry. In many ways, he 
unintentionally acts as a spokesman 
for many pilots whose view's on UFOs 
are similar to his own, 

Willis Sperry, Another reason why 
U,F.O. can truly be classified a 
documentary. 

All the good, sincere people—all the 
documentation-all the time and all 
the planning came to fruition in May 
1956, when U.F.CL w-as released by 
theaters around the w'orld. Movie 
review's w-ere generally kind, often 
ecstatic. Columnist Louella Parsons 
wrote: 

“Hollywood is talking about the 


incredible interest expressed by fans 
and those in the industry over the flying 
saucer film, . .made by Clarence 
Greene and Russell Rouse with our 
government’s knowledge. It actually 
shows pictures of the saucers and is 
attracting front page and editorial 
attention although what the saucers 
are is still a mystery, 1 ’ 

From Variety: “An authentic beat! 
Interesting, informing and important! 
Gripping climax! Should register 
well!” 

And the movie did register well, but 
not as well as it should have. The 
documentary approach just didn’t go 
over as attractively as the producers 
had planned,Why nol, is anybody’s 
guess, and the whole question is 
irrelevant at this point, anyway. 

Greene-Rouse went to great lengths 
to support their motion picture with 
facts, Every document that would back 
up the story line was placed in the 
custody of a Los Angeles insurance 
company and made available for 
public inspection. 

Among the documents on file was a 
weather chart which reported atmos 
pheric conditions over Washington, 
D.C. during the July 1952 sightings. 
The chart reportedly proved that the 
radar pick-up of UFOs could not be 
attributed to temperature inversions, 
Also on file w as a transcript of General 
Sam ford’s Pentagon press conference 
held after the July 26 sightings, 

A wire from AI Chop was likewise on 
display in which he said: “I AM 
TELLING THE TRUE FACTS TO 
THE PUBLIC FOR THE FIRST 
TIME IN YOUR MOTION 
PICTURE. . . ’’ 

Capt. Edward Ruppelt, USAF Re¬ 
serve, also had a wire on file, and he 
stated: “1 HEREWITH CONFIRM 
THE AUTHENTICITY OF THE 
FACTS AND INCIDENTS DRAMA¬ 
TIZED IN YOUR SCREEN¬ 
PLAY. . 

Maj. Dewey Fournet submitted a 
statement to Greene-Rouse, also kept 
on file: He certified that the part of the 
script dealing w T ith his role was”. . . 
factu a Incorrect and true to the best of 
my knowledge, . 

Delbert C. Newhouse and Nicholas 
Mariana each placed statements on file 
regarding their UFO films. The 
Newhouse film contained up to 12 
unknowns; the Mariana film, two. 

Some of the documents on file were 
as much of an anomaly as the UFOs, 
Part of an official press statement 
prepared by Albert Chop and Colonel 
Wendell Smith (Current Intelligence 


Office Branch, Deputy Chief of Staff, 
Intelligence USAF) stated that the 
Newhouse Utah UFO film "could not 
be produced under simulated condi¬ 
tions. , ,“ 

At the same time, this press 
statement "was cleared by Col. Adams. 
Chief of Current Intelligence, and also 
by the Air Force Office of Information 
Services," Then, the puzzler: 

“At the last moment," the statement 
continued, “this press statement was 
killed by Col. Teaburg of Air Force 
Intelligence.’’ Assuredly, the military 
works in strange ways. 

However, Col. Adams sent a letter to 
Newhouse, telling him that his UFO 
film “still remains one of the most 
interesting incidents we have investi¬ 
gated. 11 

The full report of Thomas Mantell's 
death while chasing a UFO was also 
placed on view. 

The Gorman case of October 1948, 
dramatized in U.F.O,, was on file, 
containing information on a blinking, 
white light that made a pass at the 
Fargo. North Dakota * Air Base tower. 
Lt, Gorman,coming in for a landing* 
dove at the light and chased it for 27 
minutes while several observers watch¬ 
ed the "dogfight." Substantiating 
witness reports were on file. 

Another official report, from Janu¬ 
ary- 1951, was in the hands of the 
insurance company. A Mid-Continent 
Airlines DC3 had taken off from Sioux 
City (Iowa) Airport. As it climbed for 
altitude, an unidentified light closed 
in. The object made a head-on pass at 
the DC3, which swerved to avoid a 
collision. The incident was observed by 
several passengers—including a 
colonel from Military Intelligence. The 
chaos ended when the UFO suddenly 
zoomed straight up in the air and 
disappeared. This event was also 
portrayed in the movie. 

Capt. Willis Sperry’s report, in 
affidavit form, was the final document 
kept on file. "Since my experience," he 
clearly pointed out, “I have talked to 
many airline pilots who have seen 
similar objects that absolutely cannot 
be identified in any known type of 
aircraft category due to the speed, 
maneuverability and shape of the 
object.’’ 

Any discussion of U.F.O, should 
also make mention of the theme music. 
The lively, often beautiful score heard 
throughout the movie was written by 
Ernest Gold (conducted by Emil 
Newman) and is entitled “U.F.O,,” 
according to the files of the musical 


society, A.S.C.A.P. It’s one of those 
scores that, if put into an LP album (as 
so many movie scores are these days); 
might be very successful.

Maybe if the two of them had made 
acquaintances today, instead of 1956, 
the movie would have the same 
shattering effect on audiences that 
recent films like Chariots of the Gods? 
have had. 

Strange, really. Way back in Decem¬ 
ber ’75, I wrote Clarence Greene and 
asked a question that was special to 
me. 

Considering how public interest in 
UFOs has become more heightened 
and sophisticated over the years, would 
you ever consider making another 
UFO film documentary? Green’s reply 
consisted of just one word, 

“Possibly." 

One contemplates what wonders 
Clarence Greene might work with an 
updated documentary on the UFO 
mystery. UFO research ow r cs him a 
great debt. Unfortunately, he does not 
owe UFO research another great film 
documentary. 

U.F.O, Could there ever be another 
like it? 

"Possibly," the sound of the word 
makes me more hopeful. "Possibly.” •

PK powers, and to be the spokesman 
for the Sis (space intelligences). 

Owens has taken credit for over 200 
significant events that have made news 
headlines, including the Blackout of 
the east coast on November 9,1965, the 
lightning that struck the Apollo 12 
mooncraft in December 1969, and 
many hurricanes, aircraft disasters 
and healing feats. He has the docu¬ 
mentation to back him up on many of 
his exploits. 

Although he claims that the UFO- 
nauts have good intentions when it 
comes to the welfare of the human 
race, he has also admitted that he has 
(Please turn page) 
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helped the SIs kill people, including 
many military personnel* In one 
instance, in order to “spank' 4 the US 
Air Force for not publicly admitting 
the reality of UFOs, Owens, with the 
help of the Sis, claimed credit for a 
series of plane crashes and military 
disasters that remain a mystery to this 
day. This included the destruction of a 
giant experimental SB-7QA bomber, a 
F-1G4 (whose pilot was killed), the 
Elgin AFB giant radar installation in 
Florida {which was equipped to track 
UFOs) and an experimental M2F2 
aircraft (whose pilot was, seriously 
injured)* 

He says that the SFs mission here 
will involve allowing Russia and China 
to destroy the USA if we don't 
“co-operate“ with Them* All of the 
earthquakes, hurricanes, crashed 
planes and other destructive events he 
claims to have accomplished through 
use of his A lien-given powers is merely 
to attract attention to the Sis and prove 
They exist* This is an insufficient 
answer considering that the disasters 
harm many innocent people who may 
already believe in the existence of 
UFOs* More than likely, Owens is 
another of the “Tampered Ones," 
whose mind has been altered for the 
sole use as a receiver of the Alien's 
wishes, and whose body takes care of 
the dirty work while the Aliens watch 
from afar* 

In fact, Owens claims he is part SI: 
“Somehow', as time went by, they 
changed the right lobe of my brain so 
that I could get to this point with them, 
because the ordinary human brain will 
not pick up or send back messages to 
the Sis* 1 ' It is because of his unique 
brain, he says, that he is in comm ani¬ 
mation with Them: “The ordinary 
human brain will break down under SI 
communications* * *The other human 
beings They used always had a heart 
attack or brain hemorrhage or broke 
down completely in sonic way* * .” 

It would seem, then, that the Aliens 1 
“receiving units “are expendable. It is 
often noted that the death rate of 
UFOlogists is odd in its many cases of 
unexpected heart attacks, suicides, 
and accidents; however, paranoia 
normally runs high in these circles* The 
pattern that has been presented by the 
Aliens in regard to their kidnappings is 
that They pick whom They choose, and 
do whatever They wish after the victim 
is in Their grasp* In many cases of 
abduction, the victims claim that they 
were given some sort - of medical 
“exam" by the Entities* Many UFO- 
legists use this as an example of the 
5 & 


Aliens' desire to “keep tabs" on Their 
creation, Their stock so to speak, and 
they associate this with a Human-as- 
Hybrid theory that relates to the 
ancient astronaut idea* However, this 
medical exam could as easily relate to 
the mind alterations that these Entities 
have performed on countless human 
beings* We humans are fragile sub¬ 
jects* and it would be essential that 
They acqu ire people who can withstand 
the shock of an Alien substance within 
the body* But whatever Their purpose, 
no thought is given to individual 
human rights* 

This is brought out by the evident 
increase in the number of sexual 
assaults on human beings in regard to 
contact cases* Whether this is in fact a 
real increase, or merely a new openness 
to report in detail, these personal 
calamities are not really known* The 
Antonio Viilas-Boas case has been well 
publicized among UFOlogists and the 
public* There* a young victfrn was 
forcibly taken on board a UFO that 
landed in Mina Gerais, Brazil in 1957, 
He was forced to copulate with a 
strangely attractive female UFOnaut. 
This scenario was repeated almost to 
the letter (but with a new victim) in 
Ireland in 1967* Eugene Browne was 
walking home from the city of Belfast 
one night in October, when he saw an 
object coming towards him out of the 
sky. Then an intense beam of light 
played upon him until he became 
unconscious* He woke up on a slab in a 
windowless oblong room* A 6 foot tall 
woman dressed in a dark one piece suit 
came into the room and said to 
Eugene, “At last, someone, you will 
do.“ At First he resisted her sexual 
advances* but Finally succumbed. In 
Texas, 1975, C,W, Hickman, a 
security guard for a large aero-space 
Firm reported that several yeans ago he 
had been abducted by a UFO, piloted 
by four women each over 6 foot tall* 
There was some talk betweeh the 
women as to whether they should take 
Hickman away with them. Then one 
said, “No* we can't take him because 
he has a family* 1 ' He w-as, however, 
taken on board the craft where he was 
subjected to similar treatments as were 
administered to Villas-Boas and 
Browne. Hickman merely said that he 
felt he had been “sexually molested" 
during the experience* 

Brad Steiger and Joan Whritenour 
in their book. Flying Saucers Are 
Hostile, write that they have on File a 
claim of a young California woman 
who said she had been raped by the 
occupant of a UFO. There is also a 


deposition by her doctor who testified 
to having treated the young woman for 
a premature delivery of a stillborn baby 
that seemed to have been the product 
of “dubious breeding*" Steiger goes on 
to speculate, “What easier way to gain 
a world than through a superior race 
operating from within man's own 
species?" 

We humans have been prodded, 
examined, lied to and killed by these 
Entities, Yes killed, and many more 
injured* The First case officially recog¬ 
nized as an injury sustained from a 
UFO happened in 1956. A Trenton, 
New Jersey night watchman managed 
to collect medical compensation for 
disabilities caused by a paraly sing gas 
that according to the victim, Harry 
Sturdvant, “* * *w r as worse than the 
time I was overcome with mustard gas 
while Fighting with the Allies in France 
in WWI*\ He had a temporary loss of 
hearing and sense of smell. 

If you're thinking that it might have 
been a simple accident of getting too 
close to the craft, then consider this 
case: In April of 1965, James Flynn, a 
rancher from East Fort Meyers, 
Florida, was on a hunting and fishing 
trip in the Florida Everglades* At 
about 1:00 a.m* on April 15th, he 
spotted a huge hovering light in the 
swamp* He drove to the spot in his 
swamp buggy, and saw a very large 
cone shaped object. Flynn drove his 
buggy to within a few yards of the 
object* He raised his hand in what he 
thought was a universal gesture of 
greeting, waving as he approached* He 
walked to within six feet of the thing 
when a beam of light shot out from 
under a bottom row of windows and hit 
him in the forehead, instantly knock¬ 
ing him out* When he aw-akened, he 
found he was blind in his right eye and 
had only partial vision in the left eye. 
The craft was gone. There w^as 
hemorrhaging of the inner chamber of 
his eye. He had a small depression in 
the skull just above the other eye, and 
the blind eye was a blood red color* 

All in all, he was lucky. Many others 
have been known never to return from 
their encounters with the strange craft. 
.UFOs have long been known to pursue 
and in some cases actually swallow up 
whole aircraft* But one of the most well 
known persons who may have suffered 
this fate was Dag Hammarskjold, head 
of the U*N. He was killed m a plane 
crash in Southern Rhodesia. An 
eyewitness to the disaster, Timothy 
Kankasa, testified that he had seen a 
craft above the airliner, emitting rays 
oflight on the earth ship resembling a 


“flashing torch/' On March 5, 1955, a 
jet plane was pursued by a large 
bd[-shaped UFO which appeared to 
swallow the plane entirely, leaving no 
trace. After watching the UFO depart, 
eyewitness Eugene Metcalf reported it 
to authorities. Other cases of UFO 
hostility to commercial and military 
aircraft are too numerous to mention in 
this article. 

Assuming that these are the same 
ships that give us messages of benevo¬ 
lence, it shapes up as a strange type of 
non-interference. It certainly shows the 
credibility of the saucer people to be 
suspicious at best ! Out why would They 
tell us one thing and do another? Could 
it be related to Their REAL purpose 
here on earth? We have no way of 
knowing for sure what that purpose 
might be. Our current "foreign policy" 
with the saucers is somewhat one¬ 
sided. However, there has been much 
speculation as to Their mission here on 
earth, some of it being stated as pure 
fact. Richard Shaver, of dero/tero and 
Rock Book fame, was one w'ho claimed 
to know exactly w r hat They are doing 
here. 

In his pamphlet titled Vermin From 
Space, Shaver outlined a plot of cosmic 
proportions in which we played the 
pawns. To put Their purpose simply, 
Shaver explained: 

One—They come to eat you. 

Two — They come to beat you. 

Three—They come to earth to 

enslave. 

Shaver was emphatic about the 
disease-like quality of the UFO occu¬ 
pants, and claimed that Their facade 
of goodness and light was all phoney. 
Said Shaver in a letter to the author: 
“UFO really represent an intergalactic 
movie outfit that makes tri-dis like 
documentaries on various worlds. They 
like a captive people who can be used as 
FREE extras willy-nilly in wars and 
crucifixions and such like. So they 
swoop in on the planet from time to 
time and start a big wholesale 
extravaganza called , ‘World War." 
Then they film it for the space sale 
outlets all over the galaxy. They keep a 
few ships flitting about to keep us all 
nice and ignorant of the real use they 
have for us as willing extras in 
wholesale murder mysteries. . ." 

Charles Fort, master collector of the 
strange and bizarre, wasn't much more 
consoling, '*1 say we are property," he 
declared, "1 say we belong to some¬ 
thing. That once upon a time, this 
earth was a no-man's land, that other 
worlds explored and colonized here, 
and fought among themselves for 


possession, but now it's owned by 
( something. And that something owns 
this earth and all others (are) warned 
off." 

But what does Ted Owens, allegedly 
in direct contact with and spokesman 
for the Sis say? “I think it's more like a 
game of chess between the several 
kinds of Space Intelligences»and we are 
the chess pieces. They are too advanced 
to shoot at each other, as we do. They 
think in such dimensions and such 
depths, that it would be beyond our 
tiny limited minds to even imagine." 

In a news conference held on May 
10, 1971, famed British astrophysicist 
and author Dr. Fred Hoyle let the cat 
out of the bag: "They are everywhere," 
he said in front of newsmen in London, 
“in the sky, on the sea and on the earth. 
They have been here since the 
beginning of time and control nearly 
everything we do!" 

Hoyle went on to explain that a large 
part of the scientific establishment is 
certain that another intelligence exists 
on this planet in conjunction with ours. 
He said that there have been books out 
on the theory, but they have been 
circulated only in scientific circles and 
academic markets, not reaching the 
general public. He described the 
beings in a general sort of way: “They 
are so different from w hat w'e know, , , 
they take any shape or form. They can 
appear as a tiger in one place or a 
person in another. They can appear as 
a gas or a cloud of anything that can be 
seen by the human eye, and even in 
some forms that cannot be seen by the 
naked eye." 

“The only reason I called this press 
conference," he said, "is that no 
government in the world would release 
this information. They fear panic 
among the people. . . It is generally 
believed, Hoyle explained, by most 
government officials, that if the public 
discovered that its evolutionary pro¬ 
gression might have been controlled by 
these beings and that w F e are still under 
their thumb, Jaw and order would 
break down, "But most scientists we 
notified weeks ago (prior to the 
conference) agreed that it would be a 
good thing to at least get the story out 
and let the public chew on it." 

It would seem, then, that our 
original fearful reaction to these Aliens 
may have been justified, and that 
whoever or whatever They are, They 
wish to keep Their mission and 
activities secret from the Natives of 
planet earth. This explains why there 
has been no landing on the White 
House lawn, with a request to "take us 


to your leaders", . .THEY ARE AL¬ 
READY RUNNING THINGS THE 
WAY THEY WANT and have no need 
of our leaders, or our approval. And 
the arm of Their enforcement and 
security group, known as the MIB 
(Men in Black) see to it that those who 
have encountered UFOs and UFO- 
nauts keep their mouths shut about 
Their activities. 

The MIB have been active through¬ 
out this century, being recorded in 
events related to UFOs since WWL 
They come to the doors of people who 
have had close UFO sightings or who 
have witnessed the “wrong things/* or 
talked to the "wrong people/* John 
Keel has been collecting cases of 
harassment by the MIB for 15 years, 
and h e h as formed some very su rprising 
conclusions about these sinister char¬ 
acters. In an issue of Saucer Scoop, 
Keel states that the MIB are very likely 
"the intelligence arm of a large and 
possibly hostile group/’ He calls them 
professional terrorists, and said, 
"Among their many duties is the 
harassment of the UFO researchers 
who become involved in cases which 
might reveal too much of the truth." It 
doesn't take much imagination to sec 
that these duties might very well mean 
the murder of human beings if the need 
arises. 

For centuries we humans have been 
aware of the sinister side of other¬ 
worldly beings, be they elves, demons, 
the little people or “Martians/' They 
have always been viewed with a 
suspicious eye. And not without good 
reason: the fairies of "olde" and the 
occupants of UFOs have been known, 
to kidnap, rape and generally make a 
nuisance of Themselves in the affairs of 
humanity. It has only been within 
recent histoiy that our attitudes have 
softened somewhat. . .and this could 
be a disastrous mistake! 

In 1967, in a smalt wood in the 
Danish countryside, Hans Lauritzen 
and a few friends were out for a walk, 
Hans had been on disability, unable to 
w p a1k because a case of hepatitis had 
given him a distended liver; he could 
not walk for veiy long without tiring. 
He noticed a strange light in the wood 
and soon felt compelled to go to that 
light. He stayed in a trance-like state 
until he finally heard his friends calling 
hb name. He was shocked to discover 
that an hour had disappeared out of his 
life! 

It wasn't long before the doctors 
pronounced him cured of his liver 
ailment. What w p as once an incurable 
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condition was gone, Lauritzen felt it 
had something to do with his experi¬ 
ence in the wood - But he couldn't really 
explain his story or even think about it 
without incurring severe head pains. 
He knew this much—that what he 
saw' was a UFO and that it had done 
something to his brain. 

In a letter published in 1972 by Ray 
Palmer in Flying Saucers, Lauritzen 
tries to explain to a friend what had 
happened to him; he painted a rather 
grim picture: 

“The UFOs or,for that matter,their 
occupants have changed something 
in our brains, central nervous 
systems, and glandular systems 
without telling us what they had 
done, or how it would effect us, and 
how we should behave due to the 
change. It is felt like something 


alien deep inside ourselves—prob¬ 
ably connected to the center of 
self-preservation—so although we 
arc afraid of it, we are more afraid 
that other people should know it. 
We are left with a subconscious 
feeling that other people will kill us 
if they knew what had been done to 
us. That is why nobody dare talk 
about it. Those who have not yet 
been treated by the UFOs will not 
believe it, and those who have beeir 
treated by the UFOs will do 
anything to keep it a secret and take 
care that nobody else is revealing 
that the UFOs change something 
inside us. 


“Inasmuch as this change breaks 
down the mental state causing 
insanity, pains, mental distress, 
crying, inability to control thoughts, 


feelings and actions, it is hard to 
believe that the UFOs should have 
* any friendly motives in treating 
human beings that way. They did 
not inform me telepathically about 
the change and what it would do. 
Therefore it is more likely to 
presume that their motive is a 
hostile one than a friendly one. One 
of us suffered so much from the 
UFO treatment that he died within 
a year (one of Lauritzen friends 
who was in the wood nearby). His 
wife has told me about his sufferings 
and how desperate he became if she 
mentioned the contact in the wood, 
Hareskoven,” 

Believe what you will about the 
intentions of the “Aliens/* but one 
thing seems apparent—not all UFOs 
are friendly. Some may be “good/* 
some simply appear to be indifferent. 
Caution is advised, ®

an “island** universe: From the book, 
Three Ways of Asian Wisdom, we find 
this interesting note on necessary 
abstract measurements for the cosmos 
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and island universes: 

"Plainly, contemporary Western 
science's description of an astronomi¬ 
cal universe of such vast magnitude, 
that distances must be measured in 
terms as abstract as light-years not 
new to Hinduism, whose wise men. 
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millennia ago, came up with the term 
‘kalpa* to signify the inconceivable 
duration of the period elapsing be¬ 
tween the beginning and end of a world 
system, These world systems of ancient 
Indian thought, following one another 
in endless succession as Brahman 
sleeps or wakes consisted of a conglom¬ 
eration of many suns, stars, planets 
and moons, again suggesting modern 
astronomy’s 'island universe,* of which 
more than a million have now been 
discovered , some of them at least two 
million light-years distant, 1 * 

Maybe the ancient prophets were not 
as ignorant as some modem, scientifi¬ 
cally “enlightened** people think when 
they wrote of various “heavens** or 
planes. These could actually have been 
spheres of existence where other kinds 
of life and phenomena manifested their 
own vibrational frequency of space/ 
time continuum. All that modern 
philosophers have done is to change the 
label (or terminology) from “planes** to 
“time dimensions/ 1 etc. 

How about the even greater mystery 1 
of life itself? At the most conservative 
estimate, scientific logic reveals that 
thousands of life-bearing planets could 
exist just within our galaxy, not to 
mention nearby stars. And what of 
other galaxies? Who knows the num¬ 
ber or kind of life forms that might 
exist out there? Perhaps man w ould be 
a dwarf mentally, physically, and 
spiritually by comparison. 

Eastern oriental adepts had no 
monopoly on the multi-universe doct¬ 
rine, Occidental counterparts who 
later came to support such ideas 
include widely known religious and 
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occult personalities like Madame 
Blavatsky, founder of the Theosophic 
movement who described planes in¬ 
habited by *'‘masters” and beings of 
superior evolution. The late SRI Paul 
fwitchell, philosopher and modern 
guru of thousands, revived ECK- 
ANKAR, an ancient teaching on 
invisible worlds, both astral and 
spiritual. Rudolph Steiner, a genius in 
both science and philosophy, who 
synthesized many of the occult mystery 
teachings and esoteric view of the 
ancients spoke of super-sensible worlds 
and the rigorous spiritual training 
necessary to reach them. Flower H, 
Newhouse, author and Christian mys¬ 
tic, claims that she can actually see 
angelic beings inhabiting higher vibra¬ 
tory' levels who are “as much a part of 
my consciousness as my friends and 
family. . The controversial modern 
psychic, Ted Owens, of Cape Charles, 
Virginia, believes in “other dimen¬ 
sions” and claims contact with "Space 
Intelligences" from that realm. The 
bodies of these strange beings are 
composed of “pure energy,” according 
to Ted, who is known as “PK 
(psychokinetic) man”! Ted, a family 
man of straightforward manner, has 
much solid documentation to back up 
his PK feats of healing, weather 
control, UFO apparitions and accur¬ 
ate predictions. 

Now, let's take the next logical step 
in our occult hypothesis. 

If these dimensions, planes (of 
whatever label you prefer) do exist, 
isn't it also valid to argue that their 
methods of transportation as well as 
their law's and physiological make-up 
might be quite “unconventional" by 
our standards, although perhaps only a 
few' steps beyond our own? 

A theory that appears to be gaining 
scientific support in this area is the 
"Etherian” viewpoint; that is* UFO 
phenomena consist of matter or 
intelligent life forms of a more subtle 
atomic density. This vibrational level, 
according to new age scientists, w'ould 
be an atomic frequency just beyond or 
near the fringes of our obviously 
physical one. Some startling conclu¬ 
sions regarding the Etherian realm, 
and its closely related Fourth Dimen¬ 
sional Theory, have been forwarded. 
Its ranks of supporters include popular 
occult writers such as Vincent H. 
Gaddis, John A. Keel and British UFO 
researchers such as Harold T. Wilkins 
and Brinsley Le Poer Trench, Mr. 
Trench, a vanguard of the Etherian/ 
Extraterrestrial Theory, concludes that 


the UFO occupants of this level have 
bodies that “are not so gross as 
earth man's bodies.” However, they are 
able to become more tangible when 
they wish. Conversely,they can become 
invisible on occasion to human eyes if 
conditions warrant it. Although the 
Etherian *s physical and chemical 
makeup Is much more subtle than 
ours, "they are not ghosts or spooks,” 
says Mr, Trench, “but are real and 
substantial.” 

Two other scientific pioneers of the 
"Etherie Interpretation” are Meade 
Layne and Trevor Constable. Meade 
Layne first published his Etherian 
Theory of UFOs in 3950 and his aspect 
of research centered on the possibility 
ot a kind of "Etherie Biology.” 
Constable claims to have personally 
observed and photographed such life 
forms of the more rudimentary sort. He 
concludes, ”Etherian physics and its 
relationship to UFOs is staggering.” 
Mr. Constable claims that he literally 
stumbled onto the discovery of such 
organisms in 1957 as a result of an 
accident tn his experiments. Later, he 
actually photographed the denizens 
using infrared and related methods. 
This “merely confirmed the existent 
theories of minds far brighter than 
mine," he confesses. 

Another source on the "Etherian” 
spheres of life is a vast work which 
appeared near the beginning of this 
century, called OAHSPE. Thej book is 
filled with descriptions of Etherian 
beings (gods, goddesses and minor 
spirits of all sorts) as well as a 
mind-boggling cosmology, which is 
either a masterpiece of pseudo science 
or a revelation of a super science 
cosmic in scope. Compiled by Dr, John 
Ballou Newbrough, OAHSPE claims 
to have re-established certain lost 
ancient knowledge, as well as provid¬ 
ing inspiration for our present age. 

Basically, OAHSPE reveals: 

*A kind of Supra-Dimension where 
worlds much more vast, colorful and 
beautiful than our own exist. These are 
"incorporal” spheres; ours is "corpor¬ 
al." 

^Etherian "gods” and "goddesses" 
who pilot vast starships and cosmic 
vehicles between galaxies and univer¬ 
ses. 

*The existence of invisible but 
powerful forces and substances more 
subtle than matter. (Remember this 
was written long before Atomic Energy 
w-as common knowledge.) 

*The existence of intelligent, cosmic 
beings, MANY OF WHOM WERE 


ONCE HUMAN BUT EVOLVED TO 
HIGHER ATOMIC SPHERES OF 
LIFE. This is not to be confused with 
Spiritualism—even though OAHSPE 
acknowledges existence of deceptive 
earth-bound spirits. Strangely enough, 
it condemns the popular reincarnation 
concept. 

An example of some of the scientific 
terminology in OAHSPE: 

—Universal "VORTEXYAN CUR¬ 
RENTS” 

—Hemispherical Lens 
—Needles of Corpor 
—Parallel Polarities 
— Plateaux of Nebula 
—Solar Phalanx and Rotation 
Axiallry 

But this is only a small sampling. 
The list of people who believe in 
super physical worlds and beings could 
continue, of course, probably in¬ 
definitely, Due to space limitations, 
however, it must suffice to say that 
believer's ranks include most major 
religions. Add to this the numerous 
mystical orders, occult societies and 
ancient philosophic concepts and you 
have a virtual army I Even traditional 
orthodox religions such as Catholicism 
and Protestantism and their sub¬ 
divisions have the kernel of this truth 
hidden within their “mumified" dog¬ 
ma. In addition, newer religious 
movements have added weight to the 
other-dimensional concepts. Many 
psychic sensitives and parapsycholo¬ 
gists also support it. 

Professional men and women are not 
excluded from the ranks either. One 
prominent modern believer is Pro¬ 
fessor Hornel Hart, an expert in social 
sciences and psychology, who is 
convinced that “a world exists that is 
invisible to our physical senses and yet 
is a realm of objective experience and 
of social contacts between conscious 
personalities.” With a mass of evidence 
furnished by great minds and people 
from such varied times, locations, and 
races affirming its feasibility, there 
must be substance to the idea. In fact, 
they may simply be intuitively tuned to 
the collective storehouse of knowledge 
(Universal Mind). We might profit well 
by exploring the feasibility of a 
Superphysical plane, parallel universe, 
fourth and fifth dimension or whatever 
you prefer to call it. 

Though presently confined mostly to 
science fiction, highly advanced scien¬ 
tific theory actually agrees in substance 
with the "other universes” possibility. 
Numerous new-age researchers are 
taking the idea seriously; and, as 
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strange as it may seem, its provability 
was reported recently (in a nationally 
circulated magazine), to have been 
secretly debated among leading scien¬ 
tific circles. 

One prominent British scientist was 
said to have announced that ‘Towerful 
Forces originate in a second universe 
that is very much like our own, but on 
an entirely different plane,” He adds 
that this is probably a world where 
“fourth and fifth dimensions” exist 
and entities without physical bodies as 
we know them “have overcome barriers 
of time and space,” 

As for human sensory equipment, 
Brad Steiger, well-known writer on the 
unusual, explains the basic problem: 
"The limits of our brains may 
handicap us so that we cannot 
accurately perceive dimensions and so 
we remain unaware of the true shape 
and extension of reality,” He provides 
an example to prove the interest of 
serious scientists in this strange 
subject: “In 1957, Dr, Robert Tsehirgi 
and a team of University of California 
scientists sought to construct a com¬ 
puter capab le of Finding the true fourth 
dimension that might exist all around 
us, 

“ Tn the world outside of us/ Dr, 
Tsehirgi said, ‘motion may occur in 
directions which we cannot see and 
which we must therefore interpret only 
as a change in time. Perhaps all of 
man's scientific laws are only three 
dimensional shadow's of the real world 
around him/ ” 

It would not surprise the author if 
scientists were to announce the exist¬ 
ence of life on a level much more subtle 
than we normally perceive it within the 
next 25 years! We wouldn't have to 
probe the depths of space to find 
it—although this form of life, if 
extra-dimensional, may have the abil¬ 
ity to traverse space as well as other 
dimensions! Of course, the scientists 
probably wouldn't call such life 
extensions “Etherian,” but they would 
have to admit that great minds of both 
past and present have speculated on, 
and supported, the extension of life 
idea. 

Like numerous other works touching 
on this spiritual aspect of life, the 
formerly mentioned book, OAHSPE 
claims that life is fundamentally of a 
progressive nature. As a whole, it 
reminds one of Nietzsche's philosophy: 
"Man is a rope stretching from the 
animal to the superman,” But lest we 
become too proud in contemplating 
this God-like potential, we should 
remember that the “Masters" and 


spiritual “Brotherhoods” who have 
supposedly reached the top of this 
ladder—according to occult secret 
doctrine and inner esoteric tradition- 
have always encouraged humility! 
Perhaps this is why simple prophets 
and scientific dreamers are often first 
to catch a glimpse of such things. 

Like any other theory that precedes 
its own time, the concept of superior, 
superphysical races and “Etherian" 
biological forms may take time for 
some members of the scientific com¬ 
munity to digest; in fact, it will 
probably receive initial resistance from 
some quarters. However, as a gradual 
expansion of view is necessitated, one 
might detect an almost shy acceptance 
at first, then probably an attempt to 
keep the concept from expanding too 
far beyond accepted standards and 
contexts. There will, no doubt, be some 
label-changing (supernatural is not a 
popular word with scientists) but we 
should keep in mind that if evolution 
does have a logical extension beyond 
the human, 3-dimension level, it must 
be so superior as to seem almost 
supernatural from our present reality 
Focus, Perhaps only a few have ever 
attained that apex of cosmic evolution, 
but it's certain that since time began on 
this planet, those who have, might 
rightly be called “Masters” and 
“Immortals,” 

Dr, Barry H, Downing, a minister 
and author, offers a number of 
enlightening points that help close the 
theological/scientific gap. He delves 
deeply into the puzzling question of 
where is the “kingdom of heaven," 
with basic theories advanced by 
Einstein and Eddington, A startling 
conclusion is that other, less obstructed 
worlds might exist right under our 
nosesl Or, if you prefer, , .again; “the 
interpenetration of other dimensions,” 
In essence, the great unity and 
interdependence of life and the uni¬ 
verse is evident not only to the 
metaphysician but also to the scientist. 
Dr, Downing suggests that space may 
not be fiat or straight but follows a 
curved path instead. The following is 
taken from Barry H. Downing's “The 
Bible And Flying Saucers”: 

", . .according to Einstein, our 
visible universe is ‘finite but unbound¬ 
ed . ‘ Our universe is finite to us because 
we are bound to our universe by 
gravitation like a dog tethered to a 
stick, 

"If gravity is the property of the 
curvature of space, it might be possible 
for several universes to co-exist separ¬ 
ately, provided they were governed by 


different spatial curvatures. He speaks 
of another universe w*here entities in 
possession of transformed energy bod¬ 
ies dwell (though not necessarily 
conforming to our terrestrial standard 
of coarse substance or shape). Perhaps 
this is actually the middle, Anda, 
universe of less dense substance, 
spoken of in Hindu scriptures and 
Buddha's philosophy; the astral plane 
of occultists,” 

Dr, Downing also points out the 
“holes” or “tunnels” between these 
universes may connect the different 
levels. Do advanced beings from these 
spheres know how to locate such 
vortexes and travel between space/time 
dimensions? It is quite a logical 
extension of the first theory. 

Other scientific visionaries and 
philosophers are following a theory 
similar to that of ancient Hindus: that, 
although w'e can find no boundaries, 
for the sake of aiding the finite mind to 
grasp such immeasurable, abstract 
ideas, we must simplify. One way is to 
use symbolism. Another is the use of 
advanced math such as topology. 
Many of the myths of antiquity are now 
being reinterpreted and have been 
found to contain cosmological secrets 
within their strange interplay of gods, 
goddesses, positive and negative uni¬ 
versal forces, etc. Perhaps we should at 
least look into the provability of such 
statements. 

From mythic and sacred tradition we 
learn that the cosmos (as we know* it) 
may be symbolized an an egg shaped 
object in which a central core— 
sometimes called the “soul of the 
universe"—exists. This is “Braha- 
manda” in Indian terminology. It is a 
vast uncomprehensible realm on w'hich 
the life, growth and substance of the 
whole universal organism depends, 
Next is a middle universe called 
“Anda,” followed by our own universe 
with all its planets, stars and constella¬ 
tions, which is the densest and darkest 
universe of all. What lies beyond the 
fringe areas? Who can imagine? 
Perhaps a bleak, cold void or an 
eternal, vibrant cosmic sea, holding 
other spherical or egg-sh aped un i verses 
within their proper magnetic/dimen¬ 
sional fields. It is definitely a mind 
stretching idea on w'hich to speculate! 
Words would no doubt be pitifully 
inadequate to describe such wonder. 
But, based on the information w r e have 
gathered so far, we can do experiment 
number five: take a hypothetical mind 
“trip” into the normally hidden areas 
of our environment. 

So sit back, relax, clear your brain, 
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and brace yourself for a fantastic 
journey through the physical barriers of 
time and space—into a fourth dimen¬ 
sion where awesome, invisible, electro¬ 
magnetic forces of the universe are in 
motion! You would not necessarily 
need to move from your present 
environment to accomplish this; how¬ 
ever, you might require a different 
bodily form to withstand it and higher 
perception to witness it. 

As you watch the material things 
take on an entirely unique appearance, 
you will detect agiowing aura radiating 
from all life forms—changing in 
intensity and color according to their 
degree of evolution. Even objects 
previously thought inanimate reveal 
their bare elemental substance—pul¬ 
sating atoms of crystalizcd (condensed) 
energy] You will probably also notice 
occasional streaks of subtle white light 
(powerful cosmic rays) coming into our 
atmosphere from the depths of space. 
This has been called the causal level, 
the Dimension of Energies and Auric 
Light. 

The atomic vibrational rate in¬ 
creases! Leaving this lower “casual" 
plane, you watch your physical en¬ 
vironment (dull by comparison) slowly 
fade away. A completely new* world 
now 1 emerges. Then you realize you are 
in the “fifth" dimension—moving 
beyond time and space into an area of 
extremely high and brilliant vibration 
frequencies. You progress outward, 
rapidly leaving earth behind. Brilliant, 
beautiful colors no earthly canvas 
could capture, swirl all around in this 
almost magical dimension beyond 
matter, A vast, fascinating kaleidos¬ 
copic pat tern of cosmic forces expands 
from its transcendental source. 
Higher intuition reveals that these 
phenomena represent progressive cy¬ 
cles of life flowing into visible manifest¬ 
ations. You might crudely compare the 
experience to the taking of a small 
water creature from his adapted 
fishbowl and placing him in an 
unfamiliar lake. It would create a sense 
of awe and humility to see and feel such 
animated intensity and power. Yet, 
how many humans realize that the sea 
of space is so filled with energies and 
vibrant with life? 

We are told by all religions that there 
is a motivating intelligence (Universal 
Spirit) behind the scenes and that these 
described cosmic phenomenon (that 
operate on all dimensional levels to 
animate life) are the overall action of 
an impersonal evolutionary principle 
so infinite in scope, it can only be

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faintly comprehended as that which is 
called "supernatural/ 1 Sound too 
fantastic to believe? Then imagine how 
the philosophers of old must have 
sounded when they spoke of angels, 
heavenly planes, and anti-worlds {anti¬ 
matter is now an established fact) and 
atoms (also fact). Or ponder the fate of 
an occultist in the middle ages when he 
might have tried to constructively 
harness the elemental forces of nature 
such as lightning. Without question, 
he would have been considered a 
dangerous "heretic" by established 
traditional authorities. 

It is now becoming obvious that 
much of our prehistoric past needs 
more serious evaluation. Our earliest 
ancestors were not as ignorant as we 
have been taught by evolutionists to 
believe. They knew that greater 
realities existed below' the ever-chang¬ 
ing superficial su rface of 1 ife, j ust as an 
oceanographer knows there is much 
more to the ocean than its surface 
waves. Their impressive civilizations 
may have been built upon super- 
scientific knowledge and spiritual 
wisdom handed down from beings w-ho 
inhabited other cosmic spheres (both 
inter-dimensional and extraterrestrial) 

, . .beings whose vehicles operate on 
principles we only dimly understand. 

Lest w'c stray too far from our basic 
idea, however, let's observe what a few 
other respected people from various 
walks of life have said about the subject 
of multi-dimensions, other universes, 
and other lifeforms: 

Paul Twitchell: 

"These (the Brahmanda, Anda, 
and Pin da) are known to meta¬ 
physicians as the three spirito-material 
worlds. Buddha once spoke of them as 
the three worlds, and often discussed 
the top of the three worlds where the 
religious groups have established their 
heavens. These correlate with the three 
aspects of man in the following 
manner: physical, astral, causal and 
mental. The causal body is a secondary 
(Karma seed) body w'hich isestablished 
also on the third plane; it is the last 
body dropped before we enter into the 
Fifth plane, which we know' as the soul 
plane, 

"The negative end of creation, these 
three worlds in the First grand division 
are composed of coarse matter. The 
higher regions are finer in substance, 
as soul advances to the still higher 
areas, 11 

W. Raymond Drake, author: 

“Restricted observation may he 
paralleled by rigid attitude of mind; 
some people ignore phenomena such as 
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theoccult, unacceptable to science, yet 
for thousands of years a vast literature 
has accumulated describing dimen¬ 
sions and states of existence outside 
normal cognizance, 

“Research into the unsubstantial 
atoms, the discovery of scores of 
sub-atomic particles, the new' state of 
matter known as plasma, and in¬ 
creased awareness of vibratory fields, 
have revolutionized the scietUiFic con¬ 
ception of matter to approach the 
teachings of the old hermetic phil¬ 
osophers and the yogis of Tibet, 
Physicists now admit that what we term 
the physical universe is just that 
spectrum of vibrations apprehended by 
our physical senses," 

The occult/mystical perspective 
sometimes appears to be completely 
opposite to that of most traditional, 
orthodox science—not that the two are 
necessarily in conflict. However, as 
pointed out, the materialistic experi¬ 
menter may limit himself to observa¬ 
tion based on the senses and technology 
alone. His universe is one of physical 
reality or reality brought about by 
physical phenomena. But this is an 
incomplete picture, more like a half 
circle. It requires another aspect, 
which is the transcendental (Spiritual 
or 4th Dimensional). If w r e think of 
creation as having a positive and 
negative pole—not merely because of 
seers, ancients or mystics say so but 
also as in magnetic manifestations— 
the idea becomes clearer. The wise 
Chinese called the "Twin Primal 
Forces" of the universe the great 
"TAO." Both the scientific observer 
and the philosopher/seeker are, 
whether they realize it or not, ultimate¬ 
ly searching for the same thing; call it 
perfection, truth, first cause, logos or 
whatever you believe it to be—it is the 
central universal reality we all seek to 
ultimately know. However, the mat¬ 
erialist approaches from the "bottom" 
(negative) pole. He tries to piece 
together a feasible theory by working 
with scattered outer effects, carefully 
categorizing each one as he branches 
into more complex, contradictory' 
interrelated effects within effects. The 
metaphysician, occultist or mystic on 
the other hand may start with a 
"cosmic concept" based on observa¬ 
tion of universal principles around 
which all minor elements revolve; that 
is, the conviction or hypothesis, that 
there exists (A) Universal Life-Spirit 
(Primal Engery) and (B) Cosmic Mind 
(Directing Intelligence). 

Afterwards, this intuitive conviction 
or faith may give way either to an actual 


cosmic consciousness experience or 
perhaps an encounter with the super¬ 
physical reality. Objective phenomena 
beyond the senses manifest to him and 
are understood because his psychic 
receptors have now been expanded. 
Such wisdom starts from inner per¬ 
cept lorn not mere physical experiment¬ 
ation. When an individual reaches this 
enlightened state his point of reference 
is also transformed. His views are from 
the "super consciousness" or "soul" 
level. The central core of truth, the 
universal plane of reference (cause) 
rather than matter or changing forms 
(effects), becomes his base of opera¬ 
tion. He is no longer just struggling 
with effects. His wisdom starts from an 
ordered intuitive perception and he is 
unencumbered by "race mind" limita¬ 
tions, If he were to find himself literally 
within this central hypothetical uni¬ 
verse he could see the awesome, 
dynamic expansion of powerful crea¬ 
tive forces at work. He might even 
observe the refined fluid—light/energy 
forces moving outward in a w*ave 
motion (manifested in diverse forms 
and colors) breaking up into other 
secondary forces, such as magnetism, 
then electricity, eventually penetrating 
denser areas of material universes and 
causing UFO sightings. 

In this state we no longer have to 
view everything outw'ardly but look for 
answers within. So, we are right back 
w'here w'e started. The conclusion we 
are reaching is that we must retain that 
initial, child-like fascination and ex¬ 
panded imagination we started with. 
We must attempt to identify with and 
be part of the flow of nature (the 
Universal “TAO") rather than oppose 
it with synthetic means. As for our 
technical tools they are only our 
servants, not our masters. 

Consider these things next time you 
look up and view the celestial expanses, 
and remember that you arc a part of it. 
If nothing else, it is a very potent 
mental exercise. Still don't believe it? 
Try the experiments anyway! •

shape appeared from the southern sky 
and came to a standstill for a few 
seconds. He took four color photos of it 
in quick succession before the object 
abruptly sped away and out of sight. 
Five seconds later a dark cigar-shaped 
object appeared and he snapped two 
pictures of it before it too sped off. 

What this apparent light absorbing 
quality signifies is still a complete 
mystery, ft has been suggested that 
extreme high gauss fields of one 
polarity absorb light while the opposite 
reflects it and there is, as a matter of 
fact, abundant evidence of magnetic 
and electro-magnetic properties 
associated with UFOs. Adolf Schneider 
discusses some of these possibilities in 
his book Besucher aus dem All, printed 
in German; and Eugene H, Burt has 
published a masterful dissertation on 
the subject in English in his book 
UFOs and Diamagnetism. Or perhaps 
John Keel's other dimension hypo¬ 
thesis provides some clues to the 
observed effect. There is just too much 
that we do not know about this 
fascinating subject. Perhaps tomor¬ 
row's clue will solve the case. •
